Did you eat ice cream cake in an 18th Century 
dining room or get the spanking of your life in a 
Victorian parlor? Psychologists say you can trace 


your tastes to childhood experiences like these 


“T may be art, but I certainly couldn’t live with it!” snaps one gallery visitor, 
while another stands silent before the same picture, drinking it in with obvious 
delight and satisfaction. 

What is this mysterious thing called taste which makes one person respond with 
glowing satisfaction to a painting or a decorative arrangement, while another, appar- 
ently of the same background and education, reacts with a sensation of bewilderment 
or even hostility? It’s all a matter of early conditioning, say the psychologists. Cer- 
tain objects, combinations of colors, arrangements stir up half-forgotten experiences 
and we react happily or unhappily depending upon whether the submerged emotions 
were those of pleasure and satisfaction or of pain and humiliation. 

When you set out to assemble a home of your own, you bring to your choice of 
furnishings a train of old memories. Back in the days of our American great grand- 
mothers, there was little scope in the choice of furnishings. A pioneer community 
lacks the tools, materials, and time for creating variety and elaboration. In Colonial 
times craftsmanship was sound and design functional, of necessity. The more pros- 
perous General Grant period went in for gingerbread and clutter because elabora- 
tion had become a symbol of success, while simplicity still spoke of pioneer scarcity. 
Whatever Grandmother’s personal preference may have been, she felt that she could 
not receive her afternoon callers with pride unless she had a carved parlor suite, 
tasselled draperies, and a carpet thick with roses. 

But nowadays there is no economic symbolism attached to any one style of fur- 
nishing. Individual preference has a field day and Swedish Modern carries the same 
prestige as Chinese Chippendale. Wartime shortages have limited the range some- 
what, but when the boys come back from North Africa and ine Pacific, we'll prob- 
ably add to our repertoire a vogue for Moorish and Javanese. 

The most dominant element in the formation of taste is, of course, the home in 
which we were reared, but these early experiences can cut both ways; we may strive 
to recreate the feeling of that remembered place, or our taste may be formed by an 
unconscious desire to escape from those memories. If you’ve (Continued on page 84)

ust a week ago tonight I burst into the house fairly 

bubbling with enthusiasm over a book I had gotten 
in the mail which showed how to take an inventory 
of your household belongings. 

Before we finished doing the dishes Ermintrude had 
caught my enthusiasm, and an hour later the two of 
us were inventorying the living room with the zeal 
of a couple of auctioneers let loose in a Vanderbilt 
mansion. Two hours afterward I was in the “dog- 
house,” which is what we call the guest room when 
I sleep in it.

You should do it for 
your own satisfaction, if for no other reason.” 

I, however, hit on a more compelling reason for 
g, at least as far as Ermintrude and I 
were concerned. I saw in inventory-taking an oppor-

tunity for the two of us to while away a few pleasant 
evenings. Since gas rationing went into effect, whiling 
away even a single evening has become increasingly 
difficult. In fact, several times lately Ermintrude has 
inquired rather pointedly why I never have to work 
evenings at the office any more. 

“T tell you what, honey,” I said while we were doing 


the dishes (Leonora left us last month to rivet air- 
planes in Bridgeport), “instead of just taking a plain 
everyday inventory, we'll make a game of it. Together 
well put down what everything cost. Then separately, 
without letting the other see, each of us will put down 
what we consider each item is worth today. When 
we re through, we'll read them aloud to each other.”

J believe 
that the present value should be what each item would 
bring at a forced sale. You may have another idea. 
You use your method, and I'll use mine, and the fun 
will come in seeing how close together our valuations 
are—or how far apart.” 

“It sounds thrilling!”

“Let’s start here in the living room and end up in 
the bedroom,” she said. I searched her face again, but 
it was still dead pan.

and realistic. Here’s how to go about it

Pies airy and impulsive method of evaluat- 
Jing her household goods, which you've just read 
about, has a certain mad charm. And there’s some- 
thing about it that strikes a sympathetic chord in 
feminine hearts. But you can easily see that she’d 
have a little trouble explaining her inventory to an in- 
surance adjustor. The fact about inventories is that 
they are really cold-blooded affairs, to be made by 
people who refuse to let their emotional attachments 
to ashtrays and vases becloud their judgment as to 
the true value of these things. For, aside from its 
curiosity value, the main purpose of an inventory 
and appraisal is to arrive at the true worth of your 
possessions so that you can take out enough insur- 
ance to cover your losses adequately in case you have 
a fire or a burglar in the house. Another reason— 
read your insurance policy and you'll see it in black 
and white—is that you are required to furnish an 
inventory proving the value of each item as of the 
time of the loss, in order to collect any indemnity. 
So, you see, it behooves you to learn what the total 
value of your belongings is while they are still intact, 
instead of waiting until the day after the disaster to 
try to figure out what you’ve lost—and its value. 
How, you are probably wondering, can you arrive 
at the real value of your household goods, which 
means sofas and chairs, rugs and draperies, silver- 
ware, linens, china, clothing, and the thousand and 
one knickknacks that fill your rooms and closets? 
You can do the job yourself and later we'll tell you 
how. But for a completely disinterested, thoroughly 
third-party kind of inventory and appraisal, you’d 
be wise to turn to the experts. The cost ranges from 
fhive- to seven-tenths of one per cent of the total value 
of your possessions, or you may have the job done 


for a flat fee, if your possessions are not numerous.

Or you may be charged by the day. For this you get 
the services of someone who makes it his business 
to know—not guess—how much your dining room 
furniture is worth, whether your Bristol glass is 
genuine or otherwise, how much depreciation to 
charge off for the wear on your carpets. He looks at 
your worldly goods clinically, with an unprejudiced, 
unsentimental eye, something most owners are un- 
able to do. His knowledge comes from long experi- 
ence with the tricky subject of values. One New York 
appraiser, describing his background, tells us that he 
has worked in an antique shop, in a fabric house, 
in a famous London auction gallery, in a department 
store, and for an insurance company. In his free time 
he shops around in department stores and art 
shops, comparing price, visits museums and gal- 
leries, studies catalogues of important sales which 
have been marked with the prices the items have 
brought. This man knows value from all angles. 

The expert goes at the job with the zeal of a de- 
tective, using a notebook, a six-foot rule, a flash- 
light, a magnifying glass, and a silver scales. He is 
trained to work fast, but neatly and thoroughly. 
Starting with the hall, he goes through the entire 
house, carefully examining and describing every item 
right through the attic, affixing to each its replace- 
ment value and its insurance value. Replacement 
value means the amount a dealer would ask for a 
similar item in good condition. Insurance value of 
household furnishings means the replacement value 
less any marked depreciation, and this value is im- 
portant in your life because it’s the basis for estab- 
lishing insurance claims in case your belongings go 
up in smoke. 

The expert doesn’t make wild, foggy guesses as 
you might be tempted te do. If the Javanese sword 
Aunt Emma left you stumps him, he'll investigate its 
history and importance through authoritative sources 
of information. If you have an exceptional library, or 
a collection of rare laces, tapestries, rugs, or what- 
ever, he may call in a specialist to appraise these. 

When all this information has been collected, it 
may be typed and tabulated in book form. Appraisal 
companies certify that they (Continued on page 62)

Just when we think we’re at the 
WE bottom of the pile, Junior falls down and comes rushing in 
with a three-cornered tear to be mended.

Instead, we work all sorts of ruses to avoid it. We put the 
socks in the corner of a bureau drawer and then forget which 
drawer.

| ize years ago I began an experiment. Now I grow Roses 
while dinner gets cold. But since the whole family agrees 
to accept the summer dinner hour as any time after dark- 
ness has closed in, maybe the experiment has been not only 
justified but a success. 

Anyway, ten years ago (chiefly, I guess, because tradi- 
tion said you couldn’t grow roses successfully in our 
Chicago region) I began growing roses. After reading 
practically everything published on the subject and studying 
enough rose catalogues to sink a landing barge, I bought 
75 plants. That was “the end of the beginning” for me. 
Since then I have adopted the whole rose family, old and 
new, tall and short. Now I have well over 500 varieties in 
my back yard—and the front yard, and around the porch, 
and along the driveway. Do I begin to sound like a rose 
enthusiast? Now that I stop to think of it, maybe I am.

(He runs two Victory 
plots as well.) The formal garden, most of which you see in 
the picture, is about 100 feet long, and it runs for more than 
half the lot’s depth. Nor does Mr. Pfister spend all his time 


with his roses, either. An executive of a printing and litho- 


graphing house, he puts in a man-size day at the office. The 
roses come after that and on week-ends. We suspect that the 
last comes first, as so often happens, just the same. 

As chief Rosarian of the Men’s Garden Clubs of America, he 
grows most of the new roses before they are introduced. His 





garden constitutes one of the “test plots’ where new roses 
must prove their worth, all over the country, before they are 
offered for sale. So while you don’t need to be a rose nut, like 
him, you can take his word as authoritative!

erhaps your own plot is not as large 
pr: 30 by 60 feet. You need not feel 
discouraged on that account. It is pos- 
sible to grow a great many vegetables 
in a space half that size. But given all 
this room you will find it actually easy 
to grow all you want of the kinds of 
vegetables you like best—always pro- 
vided, of course, that you are not the 
victim of an unquenchable longing for 
such space-consuming specialties as 
Hubbard squash or giant sweet corn. 

Getting the most out of the small 
vegetable patch calls for planning, of 
course. And the first step in planning 
brings up our four basic questions, in 
order: 


1. How much vegetable produce will 
my family table require during the 
coming year? 

Let us suppose, for the sake of ex- 


ample, that your family numbers four 
persons. All of them are home for the 
evening meal. An occasional dinner out 
before the movies or a play is offset by 
the occasional dinner guests whom the 
home gardener is not afraid to invite 
to his table, even in these rationed 
days. There are 365 dinners, then, for 
your homemaker to plan, and four 
mouths to feed at each—a total of 
1,460 plates. 

Father probably gets his weekday 
luncheons near his place of business. 
The boy in high school eats five 
noons a week at the school lunch- 
room but is home for Saturday lunch- 
eons. The girl in grammar school 
lunches at home with Mother. Two 
plates for five luncheons and three

wo years have passed since the country as a whole 

began to take Victory gardening seriously. There were 
prophets in the wilderness before that, and if House 
BEAUTIFUL was among them, it was because it was our 
duty to foresee what might lie ahead.

Order early, not merely because many 
seeds will be in short supply this year and you want to 
be sure you get yours, but also because it will help the 
over-burdened, understaffed seed dealers. You won’t need 
most of your seeds for weeks or months. But if you order 
now, youll give the dealer time to spread the load of 
fulfilment over a longer period. Unless he can spread the 
load somehow this coming year, he is going to be in a 
tough spot—and you'll be right there with him! 

Above and below are some wrongs and rights of mak- 
ing out your seed order. The dealer makes it as easy as 
possible for you to order sensibly, but he offers for sale 
more than any one customer should or need buy. So study 
these hints now, before the new catalogues come.

Front dry- 
ing yard is convenient to kitchen, doesn’t monopolize best exposures, and is hidden 
from all eyes by a high hedge. Covered breezeway connects garage with house.

SAME PIECE OF LAND 


here is no such thing as a ready-made site plan. For 

there are numberless ways to serve up the same piece 
of land. The recipe to be used is determined by your 
needs, your budget, and the general plan of the house 
you will put on the site. Like the well-seasoned dish, 
the well-planned site gets its character from the blending 
of many ingredients to suit your own special tastes. 

Site planning must go hand in hand with house plan- 
ning. One should not be considered without the other. 
Unfortunately, the common practice is to plunk down a 
house on a site, irrespective of its fitness for the land, and 
then to do something, after the house is built, known as 
landscaping. This is not site planning, and can only be 
compared to locking the barn after the horse is stolen. 
Landscaping is a proper part of site planning—but only 
one ‘{ several parts. 

To show you how different families’ requirements can 
change the use of a single site, we have dreamed up three 
imaginary families who are all considering buying the 
same level, northfront lot (100’ x 150’). The three solu- 
tions we show here have the basic principles of good 


planning in common and their differences are the result 
of varying requirements. 

Since, in all three cases, the least desirable exposure 
is on the street which faces north, main rooms and 
outdoor living areas and gardens face the back of ihe 
lot—which is south—to get privacy and the full benefits 
of sun. By placing the house close to the street in all 
cases, which is sound and practical with a northfront 
lot, three-quarters of the site becomes usable for terraces, 
gardens, vistas, game courts, barbecue corners, etc. 
Garages (and the drying yard when it is wanted) are 
all convenient to both the house and the street, but don't 
occupy desirable parts of the site. The houses in all three 
cases turn iuir backs on ithe street, acting as barriers 
from the undesirable north winds and _ screening the 
terraces and gardens from the street. Common io all three 
solutions is the privacy from neighbors for outdoor living 
areas, achieved with plantings , hedges. 

The reasons why these eshhitieak work is that they 
answer each family’s individual requirements, as you 


will see from the captions,

3p When the best parts of your property are at the rear of your site (as in this lot, on the south side of 
& the street, facing north), it's easy to use your land to the fullest. Allow only enough room between street 
and house for a short drive and garage. Then the major part of your property commanding the south 
is available for gardens and outdoor living areas. When you're lucky enough to find a site with this 
exposure, gardens, badminton court, outdoor fireplace, as well as main rooms and adjoining terraces, 
can all be placed to catch the sun and prevailing winds. The placement of the rooms is particularly 
good because they create two jogs in the exterior south wall—jogs which form spots completely pro- 


tected from the wind, and facing into sun. Inside corner of children's play area is another sunpocket 


fi 'f the Joneses consider a lot on the west side of the street (facing east) they can't stick to the tra- 
ditional placement of their house if they want the main rooms to have excellent exposures. By lining the 


house up with the length of the site, rather than the street, and placing it very near the north boundary, 

every room, except the hall, has southern exposure. It's the only plan in which the Jones drying yard 

has sun during most of the day, and yet doesn't deprive other rooms of good exposure. House itself 

screens outdoor areas frorn north winds. All of these site plans permit the house to be oriented to cap- 

ture the sun's heat and thereby supplement the heating plant. All major rooms face due south where win- 

ter sun is strongest.

The four sites (100’ x 150’) on these pages are all designed to fit the needs of the Jones family of 2 

adults and 3 children (one under 2). Review their requirements on preceding page. It takes some jug- 
gling to give them what they want on a site on the north side of the street, because the desirable south 
portion faces the road. To manage good exposures and privacy, the house was pushed far back so the 
two outdoor terraces could face the sunny south. This placement necessitated extensive plantings on 
both sides and front to screen areas. If Joneses hadn't called for a short drive, house could have been 
pushed still farther back, giving the outdoor areas more space. Design is good solution for a north-front 
lot, the most difficult to arrange properly so that best parts of site are well used. All lots here are level 


If the Joneses buy a lot on the east side of the street (facing west) their house should be shoved 

way over to the north side to permit living room and adjoining terrace to face good southern expo- 
sure. The two outdoor areas offer morning and afternoon sun. Note how dining room wall protects chil- 
dren's area from cold north winds, while adult area is only partially screened. Ell formed by dining room 
and hall creates the much-desired wind-free sunpocket for warm sunbathing well into fall and very early 
in the spring. Both living room and dining room have three exposures. Good design apportions least usable 
north side of site to garage and drying yard. By connecting garage and kitchen by covered way, 
affording complete weather protection, drive can be kept short, a ‘'must' feature in winter

If you want a goed site plan, bury the outmoded notion 
that the “front rooms”? must face the street, or the house 
parallel it. House location and room placement depend 
rather on position of the sun and wind during year 


he planning of your house and site will be influenced by the side 

of the street you face. For the shape of your house and its placement 
can change radically from one side of the street to another, if you 
want to give your house good orientation. Sun and wind are the 
determining factors. On one side of the street they may dictate that 
the house run parallel to the length of the lot, to benefit by the sun, 
be protected from the wind. On the other side, good planning may 
place a house far to the rear, so desirable front exposures can be 
arranged most judiciously. 

Good site planning is impossible, however, if you follow indis- 
criminately the old-fashioned practice of lining your house up with 
the street regardless of whether this placement gives the main rooms 
and adjoining outdoor living areas and gardens good exposures and 





privacy. For your house should be placed on your site to take full 
advantage of the sun, wind, natural attributes of the site, such as a 
view, brook, etc., regardless of where it falls in relation to the street. 

The designs of the four plans on these pages have been dictated 
solely by the principles of good orientation. So don’t be a slave to the 
conventional house-to-street relationship. Study these good designs 
and then see how the rules can be adapted to your own site.

When the Site Slopes DOWN from the Stream 





t is harder to incorporate all the principles of good orientation on a sloping site because the 
lee rather than your wants alone, dictate where the house and drive should go, how much 
of a terrace you can have, whether there is enough level space for game courts. On the other 
hand, natural differences in levels can give your plan interest and charm. The Joneses are 
contemplating this northfront site. Good planning calls for house high near street, where land 
slopes least. This allows better drainage, keeps main and service entrances convenient, per- 
mits most of site to be turned into gardens and outdoor living areas and face south. Expense 
of cutting and filling can be kept down on a sloping site if terraces and gardens follow grades. 
The down-sloping lawn at rear optically creates impression of much larger site. If your site 
includes fine old trees, a view or a brook, integrate them into your scheme.

[: this northfront lot facing south, the grade is steep enough to allow the garage to be built 
under house, a distinct advantage since it saves costly excavaiion and much precious ground. 
Kitchen and dining room are conveniently placed over garage, bringing them desirably near 
street. Slight disadvantage of necessary stairway to kitchen is more than outweighed by the 
excellent orientation which has been planned for living room, porch, both outdoor terraces. 





Dining room has good southeast exposure. House design and placement protect from north 
winds. By following existing grades as closely as possible, retaining walls around gardens and 
terraces, which are costly, have been kept to a minimum. When site slopes up, plantings should 
be kept on higher level, to get maximum benefits of screening. Game courts are practical, 


too, if placed where slope is most gradual, as in extreme rear of this property.

body, not even those gregarious 
gossip carriers of Venice, the gon- 
doliers, knew what was to come 
that evening. Rigoletto was ac- 
claimed. The opera was a success. 
But it was La donna e mobile 
which the people sang and whistled 
as they left the theater. Within a 
few days every young man in Ven- 


ice sang it for his own purpose. 


Werdi knew, Bizet didn’t. The 
Toreador Song in Carmen was, as 
a matter of fact, an afterthought. 
Bizet had originally written a much 
quieter introduction for the bull- 
fighter. The baritone who was to 
sing Escamillo, however, com- 
plained bitterly that he had no 
really big aria to sing, that he had 
nothing to do that a chorus man 
could not do. On his insistence 
Bizet set to work, and after much 
travail, produced the stirring Tor- 
eador aria. Bizet cordially disliked 
his own brain child. He called it 
“a piece of garbage,” and even 
wrote into the score, “avec fatuité” 
(with fatuousness). This is an 
extremely rare operatic instance 
where the composer was wrong and 
the singer was right. It usually 
works the other way. 

{ suppose that the melody from 
the first movement of the Tchaikov- 
sky B Flat Minor Concerto now 
belongs in this list of the world’s 
most popular tunes. Among music 
lovers it has been popular for a 
long time. But it has become stand- 
ard whistling equipment for boys 
delivering telegrams only since 
Freddy Martin made a jazz ar- 
rangement of it and since Bette 
Davis used it as a theme song in 
one of her clinical pictures. Here 
is a melody that trips as easily off 
your fingers as any, and yet the 
piano concerto was judged unplay- 
able when Tchaikovsky first showed 
it to his friend, the famous virtuoso 
Rubinstein. On Christmas Eve just 
seventy years ago, ‘schaikovsky 


took the manuscript to him. Rubin- 


stein listened in stern silence. 
After Tchaikovsky had finished— 
““Well?’? I said, and stood up. 
Then burst forth from Rubinstein’s 
mouth a mighty torrent of words. 
He spoke quietly at first; then he 
waxed hot, and at last he resem- 
bled Zeus hurling thunderbolts. It 
appeared that Iny concerto was 
utterly worthless, absolutely un- 
playable; passages were so com- 
monplace and awkward that they 
could not be improved; the piece 
as a whole was bad, trivial, vulgar.”

HOW TO REALLY TAKE INVENTORY

have seen and valued your posses- 
sions. And thus you have a com- 
plete record of what you own and 
how much it’s worth, ready to 
show the insurance man if disaster 
should ever strike. You are urged 
to keep the inventory up to date 
yourself, recording new purchases 
and discarded old ones on “‘change 
sheets” that are furnished you. You 
are also urged to keep your inven- 
tory in a safe deposit vault so that 
it, too, won’t be lost if you should 
have a fire. A copy may be kept 
on file by the appraisal company, 
and after a fire or burglary loss, 
they will, without charge, prove 
your claim to the insurance ad- 


justors. 


Wou should save all bills any- 
way for at least three years, the 
experts tell us, because they are 
evidence that your possessions be- 
long to you. Bills are not neces- 
sarily proof of value, however. For 
one thing, they indicate value only 
at the time of purchase, not at the 
time of loss, which is what the in- 
surance company is interested in. 
Nor do bills usually describe arti- 
cles in detail. Then, as has hap- 
pened, you may have paid a bill 
of $85 for a table and the appraiser 
will find that you have been royally 
gypped. You may have bought on 
the installment plan, and the price 
on your bill is greater than the 
actual value because an accom- 
modation charge is hidden in the 
price. Or, like a man in Connecti- 
cut, you may have a find without 
knowing it. He had a bill, showing 
that he had paid $40 for eight 
chairs, which were found to be 
worth $50 a piece, so this man’s 
bill would have told nothing of 
their real value to an adjustor. 

If an expert makes an inventory 
for you, you may be in for some 
big surprises, like the New Jersey 
lady who assured an appraiser 


that there was nothing but junk in .- 


her attic. Under the eaves he un- 
earthed a dusty, discarded vase 
that turned out to be an antique 
Chinese ceramic and the finest 
thing in the house. Another ap- 
praiser who had been led away 
from the attic by the owner, 
sneaked a look and discovered an 
oil painting for which collectors 
had been searching for years. It 
was the original of a famous Cur- 
rier & Ives lithograph and worth 
$0,000. The lady with the antique 
Chinese vase owned an old Colonial 
desk which she valued vaguely at 
about $50. Actually,

Taking inventory is a step in the 
right direction. 

If your quarters are small and 
you've few belongings, you may 
want to make your own inventory, 
but be cold-blooded about it. Sen- 
timent doesn’t count. The fire in- 
surance companies publish inven- 
tory books on which you may enter 
sum totals, room by room, but for 
the actual inventory job, use paper 
and pencil so that you can write 
full descriptions of your furnish- 
ings. You can get the job done 
more quickly and with little con- 
fusion if you follow the profes- 
sional appraiser’s method. 


The general system is to start 
with the big pieces and work to the 
small. Do each room separately, 
beginning with the rug on the 
floor. If it’s an oriental, record its 
make, colors, designs, borders, all 
features that are essential for prov- 
ing its character and value. Then 
note the piano or radio. Then the 
sofa, the heavy chairs, the small 
chairs. Then the tables, starting 
with the large and ending with the 
small. Next, consider the walls and 
what’s on them, starting with cur- 
tains and draperies and ending

Rinse with water and allow to 
dry at least 24 hours. Concrete 
must be dry to assist penetration. 

To remove soap around washing 
machine and laundry tub, use a 
3344% to 50% solution of muri- 
atic acid and water. Apply with 
sprinkling can (grease can inside 
so acid won’t attack it), taking 
care to see the solution is evenly 
distributed. Allow to remain until 
the fizzing (which sounds like ef- 
fervescent salts) stops. Then flush 
with clean water and allow to dry 
at least 24 hours. 

When floor is dry, flush the color- 
lessless hardener on with a pail or 
sprinkling can. Spread around 
evenly with broom or mop. If floor 
is uneven, be careful not to leave 
excess where floor dips. All the 


material must be absorbed.

Proper care starts with the 
planting of the bush, and all grow- 
their 


shipments. These should be fol- 


ers include directions with 
lowed as closely as possible. 

Proper drainage is essential to 
good roses, as it is to all other 
flowers. 

The ground should be regularly 
cultivated and kept loose on the 
surface. Roses will stand all kinds 
and types of soil—sandy, loamy, or 
heavy with clay. Too good drainage 
is controlled by adding humus, and 
too heavy clays can be broken up 
with sand, manures, and again 
humus, such as peat. 

Roses need plenty of food, and 
regular applications at the proper 
times of balanced fertilizers bring 
desired results. 

Watering is necessary only in 
protracted dry spells, if drainage 
and soil consistency are good. Here 
at Rosebrae we never use a sprin- 
kler, rather the canvas soil soaker 
which never wets the foliage. 

Prevention of diseases and pests 
is the best insurance. Protect the 
plants by using spray materials 
which are proper for the purpose. 
Many peopte wonder why they have 
blackspot on their rose foliage. 
They cannot control it with the use 
of a nicotine or pyrethrum spray. 
Knowledge of these materials would 
suggest their use for insects—not

Hf you consider 
the standard turnip of commerce 
an inferior and fibrous vegetable 
(in which case I, for one, agree 
heartily), then by all odds substi- 
tute for it the much more useful 
and delectable rutabaga, grown in 
the autumn only for winter storage. 

The fourteen vegetables included 
in the table at the beginning of 
this article include only sorts which 
are easy for the amateur grower 
to produce. It will be noted that 
they do not make room for onions, 
which are exacting in soil require- 
ments and culture; or for cauli- 
flower, which is tricky to handle 
in a climate where autumn mois- 
ture and temperatures are varia- 
ble; or for potatoes, which con- 
sume a lot of ground and more 
than a lot of spraying time. The

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aeomouas lie .. came whiffling through the tulgey wood, 
And burbled as it came!” 


This is the Jabberwocky. But your young son 
(or daughter) burbles these days almost as incom- 
prehensibly on the telephone. “Aw, he’s icky!” 
“Sure, the joint’ll be jumping.” “Okay, plant you 
now and dig you later.” He bangs down the receiver. 

“Was that Susan?” you ask. 

“Yeah. Say, she sure is a hep chick,” he pants enthusiasti- 
cally. “Hey, Ma, may I borrow on my allowance? Harry 
James is down at the Palace tonight.” 

Hep chick. Icky. The joint is jumping. Indeed may you 
wail: “Where do you pick up those expressions? You never 
hear your father or me talk like that. No, you can’t borrow 
on your allowance. Harry James indeed! That’s what it is, 
all that awful swing music. That’s what’s turning you all into 
lunatics.” And you retreat into the kitchen, or wherever you 
retreat. 

There is, of course, something to be said on your side. To 
the uninitiated and the unsympathetic, swing music sounds 
like monotonous devils in a barn dance. And why thousands, 
millions of apparently sane youngsters should go into insane 
frenzies over men who play the trumpet and the clarinet is 
a mystery. 

But it is no more of a mystery than the jigsaw puzzle was 
in its day, or the sudden craving for “The Story of Philoso- 
phy.” The craze for swing is another hill in the American 
historical landscape. These hills, these sudden enthusiasms, 
these crazes pop up from time to time. The historical iraveler 
expects them. Whether they are Rudolph Valentino or gin 
rummy or Marathon dances, how they spread or why they 
are as potent as they are when they are—that remains un- 
explained. Some day somebody is going to write a good and 
scholarly study on this fascinating subject, The American 
Craze. 

At any rate, as today’s teen age definitely is crazy about 
swing, you might just as well know a little something about 
it, enough at least to understand the youngsters’ language. 
(I do not, by the way, want to give the impression that only 
youngsters are swing fans. Many older people love it. But it 
is with youngsters that swing has taken hold most unre- 
servedly. ) 

Here then are a few explanations about swing. These are 
authentic; they have been carefully checked with the great- 
est authorities. So let’s have no back-talk. 


WHAT IS SWING ? 


vee is a descendant of jazz. We mustn't forget that jazz is 
already old enough to be historical. Jazz dates back at least 
to the 1880’s, when Brahms and Liszt were still alive and the 
Mikado was first produced. Swing is a freer, more uninhibited 
form of the syncopated jazz rhythm. It is the grand-daughter 
of the cakewalk. It is a more sophisticated form of jazz, its 
most modern version. It is very free and easy. It can take all 
kinds of liberties with tempo and melody. Though it is dance 
music, it can be quite unhindered in rhythmic movement. 
It is jazz in a slack suit. 

In swing a band has a great chance to express itself. The 
art of swing is basically related to the art of all sophisticated 


music. It is related to all un-simple musical forms, such as

Peas set the pattern in this part of the plan 


If your family is not especially fond of green peas (what 
heresy!), or your weather or soil conditions in earliest spring 
are not right, skip this and work your own variation of the 
scheme below. But for the rest of us, peas are indispensable. 
Here’s a sensible way of starting with 4 rows of peas, to be 
grown on wire or brush, in such a way that other crops may 
be grown between the pea rows and after them when they are 
finished in July. Note first the spacing, according to the white 
marks on the black scale at right of rows. Divisions are at 6” 
intervals. Length of rows is up to you. On our drawings we 
have shown crops at varying stages of growth. Actually all peas 
are planted at same time in most cases. Bear this in mind as 
you study the diagrams. (Note Winter Rye sown in fall.) 


General crops are matched by type and speed 


Take a good seed catalogue or vegetable growth table (such 

that we published last month) and check its information 
against this spring-summer-fall arrangement. Note how crops 
started from plants (broccoli, cabbage, peppers) step into the 
picture as earlier quick-growing, frost-hardy crops come out. 
Note, too, how these same quick crops may wind up the season 

frost approaches, or even after frost strikes. Here “early”

FLOWERS AND VEGETABLES DON’T MIX 


Raising good food crops these days is mass production of a high order, while 


srowing flowers is an exercise in individual craftsmanship. Keep it that way 


1. Flowers are flowers, but vegetables can be anything. There are, 
for practical purposes, no exceplions to the rule that all our efforts 
with flowering plants are devoted to getting the finest flowers and 
nothing more, except a relaxed and healthy plant. With vegetables 
we may go all out to develop a root, or a leaf. or a-stalk, or a bud, 
or a fruit, pod, or seed. But do we want the blossoms? No. So un- 
less you must have a garden menagerie, where everything is to be 


exhibited, simple common sense indicates a sharp dividing line. 


2 FE . : ; 
<. Flowers need one kind of care, vegetables many kinds. That’s 


logical, too. For though we do many separate things to make our 
flowers grow well, we can do the same kinds of things by way of 
cultivating almost all flowers, and with the same tools for each 
plant. Not so with veo tables. Wheel hoes, scuffle hoes, rakes, snip- 
pers, baskets, feet, and hands are likely to be needed among the 
vegetable rows at any moment. Hence row planting. But rows in 


the flower borders are dull as the bottom of a skillet. 


3. Flowers are adaptable; vegetables have one-track minds. For 


example, Roses and Delphiniums not only look well but grow well 
side by side. But did you ever hear a Hubbard squash say “After 
you, my dear Alphonse” to a tomato plant? Or see beans flourish 
under a cabbage leaf bie as a doormat? Then is it more reason- 
able to expect Dianthus to welcome a broccoli plant’s shades, or 
Pole beans to keep thei hands off a Dahlia stalk? No. Cabbage 
grows well beside cabbace. but it wants no monkey business. 


4. Flowers are pecky eaters; vegetables like raw meat. One of the 
worst things you can do to the average flower is overfeed it. Too 
much food means too few blossoms, and then where are you? But 
while you can also overfeed vegetables if you give them the wrong 
foods, you do have to give them pretty regular meals and in pretty 
adult quantity for best results. (And who wants less than that?) 
To be sure, you can make up individual trays, so to speak, for 
vegetables and flowers planted in the same bed, but what a chore! 


5. Flowers and vegetables together lure every pest in the book. 
Maybe, you say, that makes attack with sprays and dusts all the 
easier and more effective. But even if war restrictions would let you 
use the same sprays uniformly on both vegetables and flowers, good 
sense wouldn’t. Arsenic or bordeaux on snap beans or ripe tomatoes 
isn’t always healthy. Nor do Mexican bean beetles necessarily swarm 
at the same time as do Rose chafers. “Trap” crops might keep 
pests off vital vegetables, but trap crops are expendable, flowers 
are not. (See “Time Your Attack on Garden Pests,” page 48.) 


6. Flower; stay the season: vegetables go with their harvests. All 
our planning skill is devoted to keeping something good to look 
at if not downright beautiful in the flower borders from spring till 
frost. If not blossoms, then foliage, green and healthy. We keep 
vegetables till they do their job. Then out with them and in with 
something else. No, let’s stick to business while it needs attention, 
then go through the fence and renew acquaintance with the flowers. 








Built-in wall seats pinch-hit admirably 


for the ehairs and sofas you can't 
buy.

One good-size armchair and this short wall might have 
been filled, because free-standing furniture needs lots of 
elbow room. But a built-in bench makes the skimpy corner

Chopping for just the right upholstered furniture is no joke these days. 
\YAnd yet. what are you to do if you need extra seating space to make 
your surroundings more comfortable to live in, easier to entertain in? 
You don’t have to add chairs, especially if your rooms already look 
cluttered with too much free-standing furniture. Cast about for a wall 
or window space that seems to be going to waste. Then build in a bench, 
pad it with.a cushioned seat and back, and there you'll have a sofa-wise 
piece of seating accommodation. What’s more, you can use this device 
for curing architectural defects if windows are too high or walls have 


awkward jogs. The next three pages are full of ideas for built-ins. 





WALL SEATS give you 
more than extra chairs 


Here you see six comfortable solutions to the 
extra-seat problem, all done with built-in benches. 
But note that each one also offers an idea 


by which to camouflage an architectural fault 


s 

Jou mightn’t guess that there could be a connection be- 
bee your need for extra sit-down space and the fact 
that your living room windows are set too close together, 
like a miser’s eyes. But consider that a wall seat, built in 
under those same offending windows, may provide addi- 
tional seats and at the same time make the windows look 
as though you had always planned them as the background 
to a pleasant seating unit. Or if your windows are too 
high, a wall seat with a back that reaches to their sills can 
pull them down to earth and give them the air of being a 
built-in part of an important feature. 

An uneven, unbalanced stretch of wall that ends in a 
jog may be impossible as a place to center free-standing 
furniture, but it may turn out to be a made-to-order loca- 
tion for a built-in sofa bed. Short corner walls. hopelessly 
insignificant in their present state, may furnish the nucleus 
for a congenial dining nook, if you turn the corner with 
wall seats, as they so often do in restaurants. 

This substitute for chairs can even solve a storage prob- 
lem. The space under the seat may provide room for cup- 
boards, or the seat itself may be framed in cabinets. Study 
these two pages and the next for eleven workable ideas.

|! you have set your heart on a new 194X house after 
this war you may be rudely awakened. You may find, 
when you tell your architect and builder what you want, 
that many of the technological developments you had 
been planning to use to make your house better than old 
houses are not permitted by your local building code. 

If you have been intrigued by the advertisements and 
stories of factory-produced houses, you may discover that 
your town’s building code pre- 
vents their erection. All too 
many building codes provide 
for the use of neither modern

materials nor methods. In fact, 
many building codes were 
woefully out of date before 
the war. 

You may also find that your 
budget will not permit you to 
have this or that cherished 
want because the building 
code requires you to spend for 
something else. Many codes 
contain antiquated, unrealistic, 
or monopolistic provisions 
which cause costs to be un- 
necessarily increased. 

The way in which you build 
the house you want is directly 
controlled by your local build- 
ing code as well as by the plumbing code, the electrical 
code, the fire regulations, and the zoning ordinances. 
They all control the planning, the construction, the choice 
of materials, and hence the cost not only of your new 
postwar house but of all building. As a consequence these 
codes have a far reaching effect on your standard of liv- 
ing, directly as they affect the cost of home ownership 
or the rent you pay, and indirectly as they affect the scale 


. Interest local civic groups in examining 
your codes and in getting technically-expert 
opinion on how obsolete they are. 


. If they are found obsolete, form a citizens’ 
committee to spearhead a campaign for re- 
vision. Enlist the newspapers in campaign. 


. Citizens' committee can appoint a non-par- 
tisan technical code committee with repre- 
sentatives of architectural and engineering 


professions to arbitrate arguments. 


. Assemble for the citizens’ committee the 
best information, using the bibliography 
printed on page 74.

Code 
are intended to protect you from unnecessary hazard 
of construction such as the collapse of a building unde 
snow loads, windstorm, or settlement of foundations 
They are intended to reduce the hazards of fire and t 
prevent the occurrence of unsanitary conditions whiel 
may endanger your health. | 

No one can quarrel with the fundamental need for thi 
legislation. It is when codes fail to provide adequate pro 
tection, or when they increase costs, or impede the fref 
selection of satisfactory materials and proven methods o 
construction, that there arises just cause for complain 

Unfortunately the perfect code has yet to be written 
The practice of specifying particular materials and _ the 
conditions of use in the drafts 
manship of codes leads to the 
fundamental difficulty inheren 
in all present-day building 
codes. Constant revision is Té 
quired to keep them from be 
coming rigid and out of date 
and thus delaying improve 
ments in building techniques

The average period of revision 
is only once in every seven years. Yet once each year is 
scarcely enough. Fortunately there are many places in 
your new home where these new materials can be used 
without interference by the arbitrary regulations of the 
code. Except where fire hazards stipulate otherwise, the 
interior finish of your wall may be according to your 
selection.

While the cost of building a foundation wall 4 inches 
thicker than the usual 8-inch wall is not great, it does 
increase the cost of your foundation by about 15% and 
may add between $200 and $400, depending on the size 
of your house or whether it has or has not a full basement. 

To control the safe structural design of floors, most 
building codes require the use of an arbitrary “live load” 
in calculating the size of the floor joists or beams, and 
girders.

fect the costs to those who build 
or rent. 

There is little purpose in telling 
you of building codes if it serves 
to discourage you from building 
your house after the war. There 
is some purpose in it if you realize 
that, between now and when the 
war ends and normal construction 
is resumed, there is an opportunity 
to have you. code revised so that 
you will not have to pay these un- 
necessary costs. You cannot escape 
these costs if you do nothing, for 
they will be in the costs of the 
house you build and of the house 
you rent. 

A building code is essentially a 
local instrument. The underlying 
authority for it is in the police 
power which was reserved to the 
States when the Constitution was 
framed. The States in general have 
delegated this power to the munici- 
palities. So that it is in your own 
home community that the respon- 
sibility for the condition of your 
code rests. 

Generally the administration of 
the code lies with a building off- 
cial, often called the building in- 
spector or commissioner, whose 
function is to review the plans and 
specifications for all buildings to 
determine whether or not they con- 
form with the building regulations 
before issuing a permit authorizing 
the beginning of construction. Dur- 
ing construction your house is in- 
spected to see that it is built in 
accordance with your approved 
plans. Often occupancy of the 
building is denied until final ap- 
proval has been given by the build- 
ing inspector. 

The code itself is drafted some- 
times by the building official, often 
by citizen groups and occasionally 
by an employed consultant. It gen- 
erally must be officially approved 
by the law-making body of the com- 
munity. Revision of the code gen- 
erally must follow the same proc- 
ess. But revision is unlikely unless 


you, as citizens, are articulate in | 


your demands. 


The local civic groups who are 
planning for postwar progress and 
prosperity can be your most effec- 
tive allies in achieving a moderni- 
zation of the building codes. In 
most communities these groups are 
the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Neal Estate Board, the American 
Institute of Architects, the Rotary 
Club, or other similar organiza- 
tions. Those whose interests are 
more closely allied with building 
can be expected to be most inter- 
ested and effective, provided the 
obsolete codes contain no require-

ments that embody “special privi- 
lege.” 

There are many technical sources 
of help which may be used after it 
has been agreed that the code shall 
be revised. (See list of references 
given on page 70.) The first step, 
however, must be to muster a 
demand for revision through these 
organizations, and through the 
press. Once this has been accom- 


' plished and the code is to be re- 


vised, then it is vital that a repre- 
sentative group of public-spirited 
citizens either conduct the revision, 
or watch it in the various steps of 
preparation and adoption. 


Not only must your interest 
watch the provisions of the build- 
ing code, but also there must be 
equal interest in its administration. 
A code can be improved or ruined 
by the ‘quality of the building in- 
spector or commissioner. It is his 
job to interpret the code. If he is 
weak, he will seek protection in 
the letter of the law and not its 
spirit. He will also be subject to 
all sorts of pressures. If he is arbi- 
trary, he may be unsound. There 
should be some regular form of 
appeal from his decisions, as a 
protection to the public. The board- 
commission, or committee of ap- 
peal should be composed of tech- 
nically qualified, public-spirited 
persons who are competent to inter« 
pret the provisions of the code. 

The present antiquated condition 
of codes is largely due to the fact 
that it has been and must neces- 
sarily be a local problem. At the 
present time there are some 1900 
building codes. It is possible, how- 
ever, to have a State Code. This in 
itself, if accomplished throughout

family when meat, cheese, eggs, 
milk, etc. are not available. The 
soy bean has the great advantage 
over other beans of being low in 
starch and carbohydrates. Hence, it 
won't increase body weight. It is a 
splendid source of calcium, phos- 
phorous, and iron, too. 

The most familiar product of the 
soy bean family is the dry soy, 
which can be used in your most 
cherished baked bean recipes to 
replace other dried beans. (And re- 
member that soy beans have 14% 
times as much protein as other dry 
beans!) They’re bland, however, 
so season them highly if you want 
to rate an appreciative “Mmm, de- 
licious” from your family. You can 
buy dry beans which must be 
soaked overnight, and then cooked, 
and a tenderized form, which can 
be cooked in about 10 minutes 
without previous soaking. The lat- 
ter, however, lack the firm texture 
which many people prefer. 

Most exciting of the soy family, 
we think, are the soy bean sprouts 
which you can grow in a flower 
pot. They are quite cheap and 
as important a fresh vegetable as 
tomatoes, which they equal in Vita- 
min C. Since you can sprout them 
yourself, you won’t need to depend 
on your green grocer this winter 
for a fine, nutritious, cheap fresh 
(One pound of dry 
beans at about 15 to 40 cents a 


vegetable. 


pound produces about 3% pounds 
sprouted.) 

Soy bean sprouts are crunchy in 
texture, are vaguely reminiscent 
of peanuts, take but 10 to 20 min- 
utes to cook, are not starchy, and 
do not produce intestinal disturb- 
ances commonly associated with 
navy beans.

How To Renew Fireplace Brick 


If you’d like to put a new face on your 
fireplace, the first step is cleaning the brick. 
Make a solution of water, yellow soap shay- 
ings and a handful of finely powdered pumice 
stone. Mix well. Then stir in a cup of am- 
(or satisfactory substitute). Scrub 
into the surface with a stiff brush until dirt 
is loosened. Then rinse with clear water. If 
bricks are still stained, try bleaching with 
an oxalic acid solution which should be ap- 
plied hot and allowed to penetrate 24 hours.

Fireplace brick is easier to keep clean (once it’s been put into 
that happy state) if soot can’t penetrate brick, but rests on the 
surface. To make brick impervious to soot, coat with a colorless 
waterproofer (“Bay State Waterproofer’—Devoe & Raynolds, 
N. Y. C.), or liquid wax. Either method fills the pores, makes 
the surfaces more dirt-repellent, gives brick a slight gloss. 

You can improve appearance of faded, or discolored mortar 
joints by tinting them with dry mortar colors. These colors run 
the gamut from white to chocolate and red. So the joints can 
be as gay or sombre as you wish. Mix only a little powder with 
water at a time (until you get the right shade). The mixture 
should have the consistency of a thin paint. Remember that 
the color will be stronger when wet than dry. Apply “paint” with 
small round brush.

Your asphalt tile will be quite safe if you use a chemical cleaner 
that contains no harsh abrasives, caustics, or ingredients leaving 
gummy deposits on the surface. SHINE-ALL (Hillyard Sales Co., 
N. Y. C.) is good to know about, because it removes dirt with- 
out excessive labor’on your part. Make a solution of the tannish 
liquid and warm water. Mop it on the floor. Allow a few minutes 
for dirt to dissolve. Then mop the floor dry with a cloth wrung 
tightly out of the solution. No rinsing! A whole step saved! 

Now that the floor is spanking clean, keep it that way with a 
water-base wax, such as RUBBER-GLOSS (Franklin Research 
Co., Philadelphia). It’s a cinch to apply this wax because it 
dries to a glowing surface without rubbing. But if you’re lucky 
enough to get your hands on an electric polisher, use it because 
it will build up a much more resistant surface.

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To remove oil and grease: spread a dry absorbent, such as dry 
Portland cement or hydrated lime over the spots.

proces it may be true that “familiarity breeds 
contempt” when applied to a master and his valet, 
in your own home quite the opposite is probably the 
case.

IF YOU ARE A PROPERTY 
OWNER? 


You are allowed certain deductions not 


permitted other people. Here they are

| bie as usual, March 15th requires the filing of 
an income tax return. Tax withholding or pay- 
as-you-go from wages, and payments on declara- 
tions have not altered this annual obligation. This 
year the return is more in the nature of striking 
a balance between the amounts due and _ the 
amounts we have already paid. If the result is in 
favor of the Government, we pay all or most of 
it by March 15th. If it is in our favor, we get 
credit on other taxes or a cash refund. 

For homeowners it is important to stress two 
elernents—the deductions and losses under current 
practice, and the effect of the new Victory tax. 


Your Deductions 


Hes you been taking all the deductions the law 
approves for the normal tax and surtax? May- 
be it would be helpful to run over the present 
slate of allowances permitted the homeowner. 

Of course, you know that you get full allowance 
for your real estate taxes and the interest paid 
on the home mortgage. That results in a consid- 
erable saving today with tax rates commencing 
at 19%. But not all assessments against your prop- 
erty are considered real estate taxes. For example, 
any assessments for local improvements that in- 
crease the value of your home might be ques- 
tioned. Be careful, too, of payments you make for 
a service which may be misnamed “tax.” The 
New York City water “tax,” for example, is ac- 
tually a payment for service and not a deductible 
tax. ' 

And note this about your interest payments: 
title to the property must be in the name of the 
person claiming the deduction. In some families. 
title is in the wife’s name, and the husband is not 
entitled to the credit where the wife files a sep- 
arate return. If your wife files separately, and title 
to the home is solely in her name, then she is the 
only one who may deduct taxes paid. 

A word of caution about the interest on the 
mortgage. This is allowed as long as there is no 
question about identifying it as an interest pay- 
ment. But where the interest is included with

ORE and more we are turning to our own resource- 

fulness for necessities, fun, and decorative effect.

We can’t find the fabric we want 
for the wing chair by the window, so we get out 
the sewing machine and do our own quilting. 

Our great grandmothers made gala occasions of 
their quilting bees and, although scores of years 
have passed since quilting was a social fad, it’s still 
the best way wesknow of giving ordinary fabric a 
head-in-the-air, five-dollar-a-yard quality. 

You can, of course, decide that you’re not woman 
enough with your fingers and pay a professional to 
quilt your fabric for you. In this case the price is 
$1.25 a yard for the simplest pattern, known as the 
Automatic Diamond, and the price includes the 
wadding but not the fabric. The cost rises with the 
intricacy of the design; and patterns which simulate 
quilting done on a hand machine range from $2.50 
to $3 the yard. So buy it if you want to, but make 
it if you can. And we think you can.

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A homely rose doesn’t exist, but there are good 
ones and bad. Here is an outline of the qual- 
ities of good roses, a plea for their recogni-

THE FLOWER 


ee 


A good rose has “substance.” That’s a word rose growers use a 
great deal. It’s an attribute they evaluate when they take a blos- 
som between their fingers. Webster’s dictionary defines substance 
as “that which underlies all outward manifestations; the reality 
itself, whether material or spiritual.’’ The one who wrote that must 
have been a gardener. Leaving colors, scents, forms aside, you can, 
somehow, best judge the innate quality, the breeding, the real 
stature of a rose by holding a full blown blossom in your hand, 
feeling its heart, noticing the resilience of it, though it have six 
petals or sixty. The fine rose feels alive. The poor one separates 
and falls like chaff. Fine form and good color we take for granted. 
Any rose may be beautiful. But only the best have substance. 


THE PLANT 





A good rose plant is clean and sturdy. It may be tall or short, 
slim or bushy. But it seems always eager to grow. The new leaves 
and shoots are bright and pushing; the old ones possessed of dig- 
nity and strength. Good roses sway in a wind, but they never flut- 
ter. Their leaves may be smooth as skin or rough as a three-day 
beard, but they are crisp to the touch and to the eye. They, too, 
have substance. Good rose plants, for your garden and mine, must 
shrug off diseases if we give them reasonable care. They must pre- 
serve their good looks, never sacrificing their own structural beauty 
for that of the flowers they bear. They must be as hardy as the 
nature of the plant itself will permit. They must start growing 
early, keep growing late—and give us more than we deserve.

A ee how can the beginner master the art of recognizing a 
good rose when he sees it? Experience is the only answer. 
But there are ways of speeding up the development of that 
art (and don’t think art is too strong a word for it, either). 
Most obvious way is to find out what are the things to look 
for in roses. Some of them are briefed at the left. Another 
way is to pester good rose growers (most good gardeners are 
likely to be good rose growers) with questions—not just in 
June, when the roses are so all-fired beautiful that you can’t 
think straight, but in July, during the dog-days, when Indian 
summer comes, and again when frost hangs in the air. An- 
other is simply to study the seasonal cycle of a rose. Choose 
half a dozen that are so popular that reasonable quality can 
be assumed, say in a neighbor’s yard, botanical garden, pub- 
lic park, or nursery, and compare their performance at regular 
intervals throughout the year. You'll learn a surprising amount, 
not only about the attributes of like kinds of roses, but of all 
types, from the pint-size pygmies to house-covering climbers. 

Best way of all, of course, is to seek out a good dealer or 
grower, one whose reputation is top-drawer and whose sales 
talk has an air of critical honesty about it, and buy a few roses 
for yourself. If you play it right, to grow them is to know them. 
And once you really know them you won't need me or anyone 
else to tell you how to judge them.

The truth about

in your garden 


Yow’ ll grow them, of course—but will you get. 
the maximum return for your pains? You will 


if you heed what this expert says about them 
By George E. Burkhardt 


Wwe Is the truth about tomatoes? That they are among our 
most important foods, nutritionally and vitamin-wise? That 
fundamentally they are easy to grow? That they are grown in 
more home gardens than almost any other vegetable is grown? 
All true, but all old hat by this time. Well, here is one signifi- 
cant truth: More low quality tomatoes are grown in home 
gardens than almost any other crop. Another truth: Most 
people grow not only too many poor tomatoes, but too many 
tomatoes. Either they start too many plants and mature too 
few fruits, or they have a glut of fruits and let a large part 
of them go to waste. Another, and very vital truth: Fully half 
of the tomatoes grown in home gardens are neither of worth- 
while varieties nor really well grown. The country over there 
are scores of named varieties of tomatoes sold. Many have been 
around for years, and their seed has now become hopelessly 
mixed and the strains and characteristics confused to the 
point of absurdity—or worse. They are not to be compared 
with a half-dozen or so new or improved strains either in 
ability to bear a good crop of fine fruit or to withstand the 
attacks of diseases and climatic variations. 

As a result, we have these obvious truths left to confront 
us, as home gardeners waging a vital food war. We must grow 
only the best kinds of tomatoes (like those suggested at left 
and discussed in detail later). We must perfect and streamline 
our gardening techniques (as suggested by the drawings oppo- 
site, and further details to follow). We must use every bit of 
our crop to the full (fresh, canned, or pickled). 

Choosing good varieties is the (Continued on page 134) 


Is it true that what was "good for our fathers is good enough for me''? 
If it's tomatoes you're talking about, the answer is pretty sure to be NO. 
Dealers carry the old names because their customers demand them, not be- 
cause some of the newly developed varieties aren't way out ahead of them.

1. If you sew your own, buy certified 
seed from a good dealer and plant in flats 
about 8 weeks before setting-out date. Use 
a mixture of 2 parts sandy loam, 1 part 
rotted manure or compost. Firm soil. Sow 
‘thinly in rows 2” apart and cover 14”-14” 
deep. Treat with disinfectant beforehand 


4. One good training scheme uses a 
framework of tied furring strips, lean-to 


style, which permits more stems, hence 
fruit, per plant than single stakes with 
better protection from sun and wind, yet 
uses space economically. Effort is rewarded 
by crop. Erect trellis, start training early 





7. Prune surplus suckers to keep proper 
balance between efforts of plants to pro- 
duce and amount of space allowed per 
plant. The closer the plants, the less fruit 
the plant will support favorably. Suckers to 
prune are not leaves, which never bear, but 
axillary shoots in leaf joint. Check often 


2. Transplant carefully, preserving all 
possible soil round rootlets, when 4th true 
leaf develops. Set into plant bands or 3” 
pots of richer soil. Avoid over-watering, 
which makes spindly plants. Careful work 
insures good root development and good 
branching of plants. Bushy plants are best 


5. Set collars against cutworms when 
setting plants (#3 above). Here is detail 
of cardboard band (unnecessary after late 
June). Also shown, two methods of fertil- 
izing: tablespoon of dry plant food in trench 


around collar, watered in and covered, or in 
soluble form (right) every few weeks 


8. Mulching pays out, if done properly. 
A 6” layer of salt hay or clean straw (dry 
grass clippings help if there are enough) 
placed over entire surface of patch about 
July 1 will make watering and cultivation 
unnecessary for remainder of season. Fer- 
tilizing should continue, on reduced scale 





3. Set in open garden when warm 
weather comes, after the last frost date. 
Injure the roots as little as possible. Space 
2’-4’ apart in rows 2’-4’ apart, depending on 
training planned (here, 2’ apart). Set to 
depth half way between top roots and bot- 
tom true leaf. Firm soil and water well 


6. Keep weeds out by shallow cultivation 
(not over 42” deep) with onion hoe, above, 
or Dutch hoe. Deep cultivation dries out 
soil and is likely to injure close-to-surface 
feeding roots. So long as weeds don’t get a 
start, there will be no competition with 
the tomato plants, which are heavy feeders

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bes don’t need to be psycho-analyzed before you build 
a house. But you do need to know a lot of things 
about yourself that you haven’t been called upon to 
know as a renter. And we don’t mean matters of roofing, 
or insulating, or heating, either. 

Far too little has been said about the delights of hav- 
ing a house that is so completely right for you and 
your family that it is as comfortable as a custom-made 
suit of clothes. We maintain that if you are to build a 
custom-made house (instead of buying a ready-built 
one) you deserve a higher degree of perfection. And 
“perfection” means perfection for yeu and you only. 


What kind of sleeper are you? Do you sleep 
deeply and without difficulty, or are you a 


light sleeper? Does morning light disturb you? 


Are you a meticulous and careful housekeep- 
er, particular about the tracking in of dirt? bo 


you want such elegances as a carpeted hail? 


The whole concept of individualized housing in America 
is based on the idea that each family wants something 
a little different from everyone else. But this concept 
becomes a little silly and empty unless everyone builds 
a house that is truly individual. And that does not hap- 
pen unless you know yourself—your true self. 

Ironically enough, it is the people who are acquiring 
a new house for the first time who are least prepared 
to get a good one. For, as renters, they have had to 
“put up” with inconveniences until they have lost their 
critical sense. Here are some questions and some alter- 
nate answers that show what we mean. 


If you are a light sleeper, the master bedroom should be on the side 
of the house away from deliveries of milk, newspapers, etc., and 
traffic noises. Neither should it be located over the kitchen. If morn- 
ing light disturbs you, face bedroom north or west. 


If sound sleep is no problem to either you or your mate, the place- 
ment of your bedroom in the floor plans need be given no special 
thought as suggested above. You are freer to observe other foibles 


which, if indulged, will make you happy. 


If you are a particular housekeeper, you must be sure to plan a 
house that has weather protection at the front door. A front door 
that has no vestibule, porch, hood, or other protective device as a 
weather buffer will cause you work and dissatisfaction. 


If you are a more casual housekeeper, you may not care whether or 
not your outside doors are under cover. You may also want to use 
linoleum or some of the new hard-surfaced materials on the floor 
of the hall, to save yourself cleaning work.

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The general trend is toward many more and bigger windows, in- 
cluding bays that reach from floor to ceiling. Yet there are people 
who are truly unhappy in brightly lighted rooms, who can't face a 
sunny window. Don't follow trends and be unhappy. 


Tip to light-sensitive people: It isn’t lots of window space that 
bothers you; it is how much sky is seen through windows. Windows 
that have overhangs or porches to cut down amount of sky seen 
from inside will not trouble you. It’s a fact! 


If there is more than one generation living under one roof it is 
inevitable there will be differences of opinion over use of the living 
room. A two-generation household should have a house that permits 
several unlike activities to go on together. 


Strong personalities, even of the same generation, can differ about 
use of leisure. Plan your dining room or bedrooms to provide also 
for sewing, homework, reading, ete. Apartment dwellers may have 


to live on top of each other —but not new home-owners! 


The chance to indulge your hobbies is one of the birthrights of 
a home-owner. So think of your floor plans in terms of the space 
youll need to pursue your hobbies. Photographic dark rooms that 
have to be stuck under the stairs aren’t a fair deal. 


Even if you are not a hobbyist now, you and your family have some 
preferred ways to spend your leisure time that may grow into activi- 
ties that require special space and special equipment. Project these 
tastes and provide for them ten years from now. 


If you are primarily a social and gregarious family, you should 
design your house differently from the way anti-social and natu- 
rally solitary people would. Party-giving folk need sociable kitche 
ens (bigger than strictly utilitarian kitchens) and game rooms. 


Bars, whimsical pantries, living-kitchens and the like would be a 
waste for bookish people. For you, use that space as dens, libraries, 
studies. As lord of your own castle, make sure you are as pampered 
and indulged as royalty should expect to be. 


If you carry a picture in your mind’s eye of the house you have 
always wanted, beware. For it is almost sure to be a sentimental 
picture — pretty and quaint and charming, undoubtedly — but not 
necessarily right for you, and efficient enough for these days. 


The greatest block to getting your money’s worth is the “dream” 
visualization of the house that is usually formed in childhood. Dreams 
(about rose-covered trellis, blue shutters, etc.) are just frosting on 
the cake. Have them, but have a good cake first. 


You won't demand the best from plans if you have dulled your 
critical sense by years of meek resignation to poor equipment and 
facilities. Fault-finding is good practice to help you get the best in 
your new house, though you'll suffer more now. 


Let your fault-finding run rampant, but let it be constructive criti- 
cism. Practice figuring how to correct the faults that you have to 
put up with. Then you'll not only demand enough of your new house, 
but you'll be able to tell what you want. 


The way you answer these questions is vital in determining the 
kind of house you build. If you are too anxious to be like other 
people, you may build a house that is obsolete before you move in. 
Remember, the basic things in Progress are not extreme. 


If you are too individualistic, you may build a house that is consid- 
ered ugly and extreme, which the neighbors will hate, and which 
may prove to be a white elephant in case you want to sell it later. 


Remember, a house has a social obligation, too.

We live in a “SHOW HOUSE

A one-way stenographic report of a conversation 
held by one of our editors with a couple who 
moved into their new house in the spring of 1940 


We really have to keep our name out of this. If our 
friends knew it was we saying these things they d 
never forgive us. And friends, real comfortable friends, 
are too hard to acquire for us to kick them around! 
And a nom-de-plume wouldn’t fool some of them. because 
weve played anagrams too often with them, and they 
know how our minds run. 

“For this is really more about our friends than about 
us. But were getting the cart before the horse, or the 
story before the house, in our case. 

“Well, about three years ago we moved into our new 
house. That was when we began to learn about our 
friends. It is a wonderful house. We really think it is 
the best house in America. We ought to know for we 
have been looking at houses all over the United States 
for about ten years, gathering ideas and formulating our 
tastes. When we say our house is the best house in the 
United States, it isn’t prejudice or bias talking, for we 
know our stuff and probably either of us could get to 
be real estate appraisers if we wanted to. When we say 
our house is ‘the best,’ we mean best-for-the-money, and 
the best for us, of course. There are a couple of better 
houses. One is in Wisconsin, and one in Portland—but 
they cost a lot more than ours, so they don’t count. 

“You see, our house has everything. All the best mod- 
ern practice and design was used in our house, though 
it doesn’t look very Modern, and left-wing modernists 
wouldn’t call it Modern. But we don’t care what it is 
called, just so we can live here. But because it has every- 
thing (like solar heating), it does look somewhat dif- 
ferent from the run-of-the-mill houses that most people 
around here have been in. So people flocked to look 
at it. While it was being built, it was practically the 


town meeting hall. We used to mingle with the crowds 
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and hear what they said. If we hadn't really known 
what we were doing, we would have had some grave | 
misgivings based on what the man-in-the-street was say- 
ing. According to the People, we were crazy, and the 
City Council ought to stop such a freakish house being — 
built. And they all complained they couldn't tell how 
it would look. The plan didn’t seem to mean anything | 
to them. It was very funny—all these strangers worrying ~ 
about how our house would look, while we worried 
about how it would werk. And what climate did we 
think we lived in, putting in more than 200 square feet 
of glass in the living room alone, etc!

“Finally we’re getting to the point. It’s that word 
rich. For this reference to our being rich is what’s so 
iunny, and what got us started noticing that everybody 
who finally liked the house inferred that they could 
never have such a nice house because they weren’t rich 
like us. Its so funny, because we're not rich and prob- 
ably never will be. And it comes up so often that it’s 
got us worried. That's why we mentioned it to House 
BEAUTIFUL, and that is why we are talking like this, for 
publication.

“F\INALLY we moved in. We were still a freak as far as | 
the townspeople went.

If you are subletting a rented house 
unfurnished, you may charge no 
more than the rent you pay. If the 
furnishings will be left for the new 
tenant to use, a good rule to fol- 
low is a rate of 25 per cent more 
than the unfurnished rental. Of

If you own the house and are 
renting it out for the first time, the 
problem of what rent to charge is 
probably the greatest unknown you 
ever contemplated.

But before you precipitately set 
up your rental charge on this basis, 
discuss the matter with a trusted 
real estate broker who is familiar

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neighborhood. To be on the safe 
side, and especially if your house 
is valued in excess of $10,000, you 
should turn the whole problem of 
renting it over to your lawyer. 

If you do not own the house 
free and clear and it is encumbered 
with a mortgage or other liens, 
the factors of amortization and 
mortgage interest, as well as taxes 
and general upkeep expense, will 
enter into it. The monthly rental 
should approximate one-twelfth of 
these annual charges. 

There is no rule of thumb for 
determining how much more than 
the unfurnished rental you should 
charge if you are renting your 
house furnished. This figure, as 
in the case of the sublet furnished 
apartment, will depend on value 
of furnishings. Consult a broker. 

You must register your home 
with the Office of Price Administra- 
tion and obtain approval of the 
rental fixed. The OPA _ probably 
will approve, unless the tenant ap- 
peals. Chances are he won't. If he 
does, you'll discover that those 
Government agencies you've been 
skipping over in newspapers get 
around. OPA would base its con- 
clusion on a survey of your neigh- 
borhood, seeking a comparable rent. 

Next year you cannot change 
your rental, nor can there be any 
change in the “service” offered. 

Subletting has no effect upon 
fire, burglary, or property insur- 
ance. You retain title to all the 
effects of your house; therefore, 
your insurance covers your prop- 
erty no matter where you are liy- 
ing. The sublessee’s insurance will 
cover his personal property. 

In subletting a house heated by 
oil, rationing rules are transferred 
to your tenant and he must abide 
by them. Service charges such as 
telephone, electric, and gas bills 
also are transferred to the tenant. 


PINIONS differ on what linens the 
(es should expect for bed, 
table, and bath; about dishes and 
household equipment. It is not 
obligatory for the sublessor to pro- 
vide these things. He may leave his 
cupboards bare. However, it is true 
that providing these essentials adds 
to the value of the apartment or 
house and makes it easier to rent. 
In linens, leave at least three 
changes of bedding and bath linen. 

Sad Sagas of Subletting which 
you have heard are the natural 
result of ignorance or neglect of 
the by-laws of subletting. Herewith 
are some of these by-laws: 

Don’t take articles out of your 
home after renting it. The tenant 
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wails, “That was the one thing J 
wanted,” and trouble has started. 
Do clear out drawers and closets 
to a considerable degree. You can’t 
expect a tenant to be happy living 
out of a suitcase while glaring 
balefully at locked closet doors. 
Do remember that, though it is 





safe to store one’s personal pos- 
sessions in basement, attic, or 
closet, oddly enough the tenant 
doesn’t like it. 

Don’t ask the tenant to be a Jamb 
and take care of your parrot, or 
water the rubber tree and leave 
crumbs for the birds. No tenant 
enjoys his temporary landlord’s 
chores around his neck. 


o be discreet about personal pic- 
ee Talk this over with the 
tenant. Your family picture wall 
may be the pride of your life, but | 
your tenant may not find Aunt 
Aggie’s smile pleasing. He may 
adore the oil portrait of your father 
in kilts, but find no pleasure in 
your husband’s baby pictures. 

Do leave medicine cabinets clear. 

Do remember that appliances 
will be used. Ask the tenant to be 
careful of them. To insure such 
care, leave written instructions for 
their use and cleaning. 

Don’t leave canned goods and 
liquor supplies in the kitchen cup- 
board and be surprised if tenant 
samples. Stack them away and see 
that mention is made thereof in the 
lease so that you find them intact. 
This applies to many things—a 
lease is a householder’s best friend. 

Do have an understanding about 
cleaning of curtains, blankets, etc. 





Tenants usually have them cleaned, 
but they don’t have to unless the 
lease so specifies. 

Do have a talk about highly 
personalized furnishings. The ten- 
ant may think your wedding ring 
ashtray and baby shoe book-ends 
charming, but he may also wish to 
live in a house less marked by 
another individual’s — personality. 
Unless you wish to find these things 
tossed into a basket in a closet, 
sound him out on this. 

Do you have sufficient common 
sense to pack away your dearest 
possessions if your heart would be 
broken if harm befell them. 

Do remember to notify neighbors 
that your home is sublet, so your 
tenant won’t find himself hauled 
to a police station as trespasser. 

Do discuss any regulations goy- 
erning your building or neighbor- 
hood so your tenant won’t embar- 
rass you by not conducting himself 
accordingly. 

Do tack up supplementary inven- 
tories in linen and china closets, 
kitchen and equipment cupboards.

You 
simply can’t learn how to play an 
instrument without putting some 
work into it. Only practice makes 
even imperfect. But there are 
methods these days of teaching an 
instrument so that the learning of 
it doesn’t become a major chore. 
You no longer spend months on 
dreary finger exercises, but start 
at once to play simple pieces. 
Schools and the younger teachers 
have learned ways of guiding you 
toward pleasure quickly without 
traversing too many technical 
paths. There are even records to 
help you, such as the Columbia 
Add-a-Part records. These allow 
you to play with professional art- 
ists. Their parts are recorded, your 
part is left off the record. 

If you want to go to a music 
school, look into those which the 
manufacturers of musical instru- 
ments, such as, say, Wurlitzer and 
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Lyons, operate in several cities, 
These schools are good. The selee- 
tion of a private teacher is still 
more or less a matter of luck. You 
must use your judgment to find a 
sympathetic one.

ANSWERS TO IRONING Quiz on Paces 70-71 


1. Remove starch by sprinkling 
salt on newspaper and running 
iron over it several times. Starch 
sticks because it was lumpy, wasn’t 
thoroughly cooked, or article was 
dampened before completely dry. 
General rule is to cook starch over 
low heat until it clears (about 5 
minutes). Continue cooking a few 
minutes longer, if it has been 
sticking. Avoid Jumps by pouring 
through fine strainer or cheese- 
cloth. 

2. Fastest, most efficient way is to 
use a sprinkler top on a bottle, or 
a rubber spray. Either distributes 
water evenly and saves time. 

3. Remove light scorch safely by 
moistening spot and placing gar- 
ment in direct sunlight, or soaking 
garment (if white cotton) in warm 
water and a bleaching agent, 





4. Yes, warm water is far supe- 
rior because it penetrates fabric — 
quicker. . 
5. Youll get a better-looking fin- 
ished piece if starched garments 
dry completely, then are dampened 
before pressing. 

6. When ironing cottons, a good 
way is to pull out connection when 
iron is hot enough, and then to use 
it as is until it cools.

(Never pour the polish directly on the 
painted surfaces.) Rub lightly over the entire surface. 

Once your window sills are wax-coated, you can watch the dirt 
filter in without too many qualms because you know it will lift 
off as easily as from a china plate, because the wax content 
seals the surface, and the dirt rests on top of the wax. 

One coat of ‘“Namel” applied to window sills once a week will 
not only make the paint job last longer, but will prevent the 
paint from wearing away from too frequent washings,

To remove damaged boards: if they are of the square-edge 
variety, you can simply pry up each half. However, if tongued 
and grooved, first pull up grooved part. Then pry up tongued 
section. Drive nails which break out of tongue into under- 
flooring or pull them out with hammer. 

Select a new board which matches the old one in color, grain, 
thickness, ete. (You can borrow a trick from flooring contractors 
who remove an old board from an obscure corner and insert it 
in place of the defective board. They then put the new board 
where it is invisible so matching finish isn’t a problem.) 

If board is tongued and grooved, plane off tongue, slip board 
in place. Countersink nails and fill holes with Plastic Wood. 
(A. S. Boyle Co.,; Jersey City, N. J.) (Use 8-penny nails for 
standard 1346” boards and 6-penny for 14” boards). When filler 
dries, sand even with surface and finish board. 


“BE OVER 
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PROCEDURE: Fill a large dishpan or the sink itself with 
enough warm water to cover pans. Now pour in one half to one 
cup of a household bleach, such as Clorox (Clorox Chemical 
-Co., Oakland, Calif.). Stir the solution so the bleach is dis- 
tributed. Then place the porcelain enamel saucepans in solution 
and allow them to remain for about half an hour. If stains have 
not disappeared, put pans in a stronger solution for additional 
time. Wash thoroughly in soapy water. Rinse and dry. 

If brown stains are only on the inside, the pan itself can be 
filled with a solution of warm water and bleach and allowed to 
stand until stains are gone. 

A household bleach can also be used to remove acid stains 
from white porcelain enamel surfaces of kitchen ranges and 
cabinets. (See “How to Care for Gas Range,” in the November

The best quality rose, for all but 
the most amiable climates, is grown 
two full seasons in the field before 
it is dug. It is sold to you either in 
the autumn it is dug or the follow- 
ing spring, after a winter of frost 
proof storage.

It is never more than three years 
old when you buy it. In ten years 
it may be more beautiful than ever. 

Rose types vary enormously, of 
course, and the foregoing para- 
graph applies to the bulk of the 
garden in ordinary com- 
merce.

is just what the doctor ordered for 
the aphids that are sure to show 
up with warm weather. 


Maybe you didn’t run over your 
tool-handles with fine sandpaper 
and rub in a bit of linseed oil or 
wax when you put them away last 
fall. Make up for it now. And give 
a firm touch of the file to rough 
edges on the hoes and shovels. 


A friend of ours down the road 
always gives his squashes and 
melons an early start by setting 
over each hill a half-bushel box 
which has had the bottom knocked 
out and replaced with wire fly- 
screening. The boxes protect the 
seedlings from late frosts and turn 
away the first striped cucumber 
beetles—ends which justify the 
extra trouble. 


All the greenhousemen we know 
are finding it harder than ever to 
get labor. If you are so situated 
that you can’t start your own toma- 
toes or eggplants or peppers or 
okra in flats in the house, by all 
means speak now for the varieties 
and quantities you want to buy 
from your local source of supply.

The LOG of the 
PRACTICAL GARDENE 


Whether March comes in like a lamb or not, 


the gardener always goes out like a lion 


Those tearing blizzards we always get around here about mill 
March serve at least one useful purpose. They keep wild-eyed gar 
deners from rushing outdoors. ripping mulches apart, spading 
unready ground, and catching double pneumonia. 


So long have I preached the slow and cautious start each spring, 
that I'm likely to take my own advice, one of these years, and re- 
main curled up with a good book till summer. Good idea, my wife 
says, as she sends me to the cellar to clean the mud off my boots. 


However, peas do best with a March start in our part of the coun- 
try, and in fall-spaded ground it’s usually possible to get the neces- 
sary tilling done in time. Last year I rototilled and planted peas, 
beets, carrots, onion seed and sets, and mustard on March 27. 


A few roses made the trip from here to there in the flower garden the 
next day, too. But they were unmulched, moved, and remulched with con- 
siderable speed. And they stayed mulched until late April, as did all the 


others, new or old, that had been mulched at all. 


At this writing, the rotenone situation looks gloomier and gloom- 
ier. But the status of cryolite sprays and dusts is looking up. With 
proper handling of the products available, the insect war should 
be no greater hardship than in any of the past few seasons. 


The rabbits have eaten the tops off our oriental poppies again, 
right through the chicken wire we spread over them last November. 
The new Campanula Pride of Exmouth, too. The only answer seems 


to be small-mesh wire baskets, tailored to size. 


This is tomato starting month (see pp. 72 and 73), also last call 
for early cabbage, broccoli, lettuce (if you are so inclined) and 
kohlrabi sowing. These last toughies, hardened for a bit in a cold 
frame, or by daytime exposure on the porch, will stand late March 
and early April frosts without a quiver. 


People seem to be pretty conscious of the fact that it's sensible to get 
the vegetable seed order in early. But don't forget that the dealers’ labor 
shortages and transportation and handling difficulties are as bad, if not 
worse, where plants and nursery stock are concerned. Don't run the risk of | 


getting caught with your ornamentals. Get a// your ordering done now.

Remember. too, that you can set plants in weather so bad you 
can’t sow seeds. Some of the best roses I ever had were planted in 
a drizzling fog, at night, with the aid of a photographic reflector 
hung on a bean-pole, moved from hole to hole as I worked. Try to 
plant carrot seed under such conditions! 


Give your baskets a swabbing with linseed oil (boiled) some rainy after- 
noon. Goodness knows they dry and crack quickly enough anyway, but in 


dry winter basements they take a terrific beating. 


If you read this column a year ago, youll remember, perhaps. I 
noted that I’d started some Coltness and Unwin hybrid dahlia seed 
in the Blister. Well, I did and they did—handsomely. But now— 
where to find room for those scores of tubers they produced? 


Find a patch of woods, one of these balmy false-spring Sundays, and cut 
brush for the pea rows. If you lack chicken wire, brush is the real answer. 


String supports become a mare's nest by June. 


Get yourself some of the 1944 unrestricted plant food, pick a day 
when the lawn is frozen but when a thaw may be expected, and give 
the grass a quick one. Borrow a fertilizer spreader, if you can, and 
follow the directions on your plant food bag. Food put on the lawn 
under these conditions will work down as the frost works up. need 
not be watered in, will give the spring grass a tremendous lift. 

The last one to get his lawn mower sharpened is a rotten egg! 
Also he’s going to find himself standing in line come April, with the 
grass growing no shorter by leaps and bounds. 


Sow larkspur, snapdragons, cornflowers early where they are to grow if 
possible. These are three that stand cold wet ground far better than they 
do transplanting from flats or frame. You'll get not only huskier plants direct 


from seed, but earlier, better bloom. 


Prizefighters, so they say, toughen their hands by soaking them 
in brine. Gardeners can condition their hands less drastically. But 
a little vinegar, taken mentally, may harden our general gardening 
fiber. Its acid dissolves complacency, stimulates self-criticism, stif-

Pruning is a matter of choice 
and the only pruning necessary is} 
to remove the growth at the axil 
of the leaves (sketch 7) to tral 
the plant to one, two or three main 
stems. The lower leaves manufac- 
ture food for the plant and should 
-not be removed. Many of these 
leaves yellow and dry up and in 
time fall off, but nature does the 
job of pruning when they are of 
no further value. 

Mulching is an excellent garden 
practice for the home gardener, 
especially in light soils. It stops 
weed growth, conserves moisture 
and eliminates cultivation—there- 
by protecting the plant roots. Salt 
hay placed completely around the 
plants to a depth of 6” makes an 
excellent mulch, as do lawn clip- 
pings or dry leaves. Well-rotted 
barnyard manure is best of all, as 
it adds plant food as well as pro- 
soil.

There 
are a number of explanations of 
this and the two I like best are: 
leaf curl is caused by a cold wet 
season followed by a warm dry 
period or excess handling of plants 
during the early training season. 
Take your choice! 

The horned tomato worm can do 
considerable damage to plants if 
allowed to feed at will. There usu- 
ally are few of these found and 
they can be hand picked and de- 
stroyed. Occasionally plant aphis 
appear and they can be controlled 
by using nicotine-sulphate sprays. 
Flea beetles are not so bad as their 
bites would indicate. Rotenone gets 
them. (See “Time Your Attack on 
Garden Pests,” 1944.

Pruning to correct bad growth 
habits is sometimes necessary, but 
is best avoided if possible by buy- 
ing well grown plants in the first 
instance, and keeping them that 
way by regular care afterwards. 
Drastic corrective pruning always

Root pruning, either alone or in 
partnership with top pruning, is 
often a means of encouraging bet- 
ter over-all, balanced growth, or of 
stimulating blooming and fruiting 
(as with wistaria, again). As a 
matter of fact, transplanting is 
a form of root pruning. 

The best way to make pruning 
easy is to do as little of it as pos- 
sible. The best way to master’ the 
art of doing it well is to study the 
normal habits of your plants—how 
they develop, when they bloom. 
and on what parts of the plant. 


how rapidly they make woody 
growth, and how quickly that 


woody growth looses its productive- 
ness or interferes with good health 
and appearance. Know your plants. 
learn to handle pruning tools deft- 
ly and to keep them sharp. As for 
the rest, here are a few hints to 
speed up the learning process: 
When setting new shrubs, prune 
damaged branches 
back to a bud pointing in the direc- 
tion you want it to develop. Any

lhe war has thrown a new light on shabbiness.

or in women, has been known to make up for 
many other drawbacks. 

But I maintain there is even more to glamor- 
ous shabbiness than good design and _ intrinsic 
quality. For the marks that wear makes on a 
well designed, soundly made piece of furniture 
give it a glow, a character, a personality that 
it could not have if it were packed away out 
of human reach. (Some call this “patina.” ) 

This glow results only when the marks of 
wear are coupled with the marks of good care: 
cleanliness, polishing, orderliness, airing, and 
sunning. For dirty shabbiness is horrid; it is 
really slothfulness and slovenliness and is not 
to be confused for an instant with shabbiness, 
which can be quite charming. 

Isn’t it indubitably true that sterling silver 
which is used every day and well polished at 
reasonable intervals takes on a glow of beauty 
that silver infrequently used does not have? The 
scratches of daily wear build up a finish which 
surpasses anything the silversmith has yet been 
able to create in the factory, though he has been 
trying for generations. 

So, though you may be able to afford the best 
intrinsic quality and the finest design, there is 
still something more you have to pay for a truly 
charming home. You have to live in it, you have 
to love it, and you have to care for it. 
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Actually, lithographs are originals themselves, but not so expen- 
sive as original paintings because they're made in quantity. This 
limited edition print of Doris Lee's "Country Wedding" costs 
about $5 unframed.

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Anybody can afford GOOD ART 


If you can afford fine original art, or if you can dis- 
cern greatness in inexpensive, unknown originals, this 
article isn’t for you. But if you can’t, here’s how good 


reproductions make fine art fit into everybody’s budget 


We of us don’t know quite how we stand with Art, usually because we doubt our own 
critical ability. Yet for our homes we want the best paintings and sculpture that we can afford. 
Because we’re not sure of ourselves, we’re all too likely to set up a standard which we hope will 
be foolproof—the standard of “the original painting.” If we can feel the texture of the canvas 
and smell the turpentine and pigments, we’re inclined to consider a painting good by virtue of 
its realness. Whereas the sad truth is that original art isn’t necessarily good art. By this unre- 
liable standard, you may find yourself paying an extremely high price for mediocrity. If you 
can forget this standard you can own really good art, the kind that is displayed in museums, 
acclaimed by critics, and universally recognized as significant, and it will cost you far less 
than any original daub. It won’t be “real” in the sense of originality but, like the pieces you 
see here, it will faithfully reproduce the original, capturing the tangible and intangible quali- 
ties that are the real realities of good art, the only kind worth owning.

his is no time to settle the moot point of whether the remodel- 

ing of an old house is worth what it costs to rip it apart and 
build it all over again. Because you're not permitted to do that 
extensive kind of rejuvenation these days. But when you see 
the wartime remodeling job that Mrs. N. B. Hasbrouck, of Beverly 
Hills, Calif., has done on her old house with paint, fabric, and 
wallpaper, you'll wonder why anyone ever thought elaborate 
structural changes were necessary in a house that’s past its prime. 

Yet Mrs. Hasbrouck’s original plans were elaborate. For exam- 
ple, she would have liked to do away with the beamed ceiling in 
the living room, adding a ceiling of normal height. She wanted 
to wood panel the fireplace wall, and either make the three-quarter 
hurdle partition between living and dining rooms a full partition 
or remove it entirely, thus creating one large room. But none of 
these plans jibed with the government’s conception of essential 
spending. And now she’s glad that they didn’t. 

Instead of the structural changes she couldn’t make, Sally 
Hunt, Mrs. Hasbrouck’s smart decorator, made the beamed ceiling 
fade into the background by painting it to match the living 
room walls. The hurdle partition still stands, giving an illusion of 
greater size to both dining and living rooms because of the partial 
view of the next room it affords. 

Structural changes were minor, like the squaring: off of the 
arched book shelves. The crisp newness you see in the rooms 
depends on the way architectural defects have been painted out 


or papered over, and on a contemporary use of fabric. 
A few bits of minor carpentry transformed*the closet of 


the garden room into a bar. Glass racks were built in. 
Striped wallpaper gives the contemporary look. The 
door panels are papered, too.

hen you read this (or a few days before) 

Toscanini will have celebrated his 77th birth- 
day. Seventy-seven years old! It is a lot of years, 
it is almost twice the number at which life is sup- 
posed to begin. Yet to this man, life begins every 
time he raises his right arm which holds the baton. 
The music which then comes forth is completely 
vigorous, youthful, uncovered by the dust of age, 
unweakened by the indolence of familiarity. All 
the music this old man conducts shines with the 
splendor of excitement. Every piece he interprets is 
the most important thing in the world to him, to 
be given all his power. But that power has not 
spent itself. Toscanini’s force is like that of radium; 
it does not run down in a long life time. 

To state that Toscanini is the most popular con- 
ductor of today is to put it mildly. To millions of 
people who know very little about music and are 
quite casual about it, his name is almost synony- 
mous with orchestral music, as Beethoven’s is with 
the symphony. But here is the interesting thing 
about his fame: his popular popularity is not only 
shared by the people who do know something about 
music, but is in their case heightened and intensi- 
fied in almost direct proportion to their knowledge. 
Toscanini has reversed the old Benjamin Franklin 
adage that admiration is the daughter of ignorance. 


His name is so well known that already some 


Not only do more people prefer Toscanini's conducting to 
anyone else's, but more musicians prefer to play under his 
direction. They can't explain it, but they know he is capabie 
of making them play better than they ever thought they could 


years ago a national survey reported that “of all 
the people in the United States—farmers, clerks, 
Negroes, poor whites and millionaires,” more than 
a fourth knew who he was and what he did. His 
name is valuable enough so that a little boy 
appearing on the vaudeville stage as the leader of 
a jazz band was billed as “The Tiny Toscanini.” 
He is news not only to the readers of Harper’s 
Bazaar and Scribner’s but also to the readers of 
Life magazine. 

This popularity is not altogether due to musical 
causes. Toscanini is romantic looking, handsome, 
takes a good photograph and conducts with graceful 
gestures. He is more distinguished looking in his old 
age than he was in his youth. Then he bore a not 
altogether distant resemblance to Charlie Chaplin. 
Today, with white hair and still a good figure, and

{OME words get distorted by common usage 
eae common acceptance, such as the ones we 
kid on these pages. Everybody participates, 
nobody minds, and the literal meaning is finally 
lost in the fog of time. 

But there are other words and phrases that 
resist our attempts to misuse them. Typical ones 
are listed below. Some of them are unwittingly 
misused—by people who don’t really know any 
better. Others are loosely used by people who 
know better, but who don’t care whether they 
express themselves precisely. 


Cretonne—wrongly used to denote any floral or 
patterned decorative fabric. Actually it’s a heavy, 
unglazed printed cotton. Fabrics often called 
cretonne are more likely to be chintz or linen. 


China—loosely used to denote dinnerware in 
general. Actually china is the finest grade of 
dinnerware, translucent and non-porous because 
its ingredients are completely vitrified during 
manufacture. It differs from pottery, earthenware, 
and semi-vitreous china. 


Modernistic—wrongly used to describe anything 
that hasn’t a Traditional look. Actually “modern- 
istic” is the word used to describe bad Modern 
or bad contemporary design. 


Land restriction—wrongly believed to be a thing 
to avoid when you acquire property. Restrictions 
are a protection for your financial interests. 


Linens—loosely used to describe all the 
household fabrics such as sheets, towels, table- 
cloths, etc. Actually these are most often made 
of cotton, not linen. 


Carpet—loosely used to describe all soft floor 
coverings instead of the wall-to-wall types which 
are bought by the square yard to fit the room. 
Coverings that don’t go from wall to wall are 
called rugs. 


Brick house—wrongly used to describe a wood 
frame house with a brick veneer outside wall 
and wood framing. Strictly speaking a_ brick 
house has walls of solid brick—not wood framing. 


Crystal—wrongly used to describe all glassware. 
Crystal is clear, colorless, brilliant glass, usually 
characterized by a bell-like ring. The quality and 
quantity of red lead and other ingredients used 
in its manufacture give it these properties, and 
distinguish it from other glassware. 
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A hole is a hole is a hole, and when it shows up in a wool blanket, 
there's no time to lose. A darned patch will close it up securely and 
then your problem becomes what to do about hiding the patch. An 
embroidered butterfly not only does this, but darns as it mends, too

FURNITURE LIVE 
by these rules 


Your fine furniture, like your silver, 
will grow lovelier with the years if 


you don’t kill it with too much kindness 
By Florence Paine 


‘w IVE and let live” is not the rule to follow when your 

[, fine furniture is concerned. But fussing over it like 
a doting mother is the wrong treatment, too. It’s a 
middle-of-the-road, consistent care that makes furniture 
lovelier ten, twenty years after it was purchased than 
when it was new. 

Most furniture finishers and manufacturers feel that 
an expert or professional polishing twice a year is the 
ideal treatment for wood pieces. That doesn’t mean that 
you can sit idly by the rest of the year and enjoy the 
work of the experts. But you don’t have to shower your 
furniture with wax or polish every few weeks. It isn’t 
the constant application of polish that produces that 
enviable glow of beauty. It’s the regular buffing of the 
surface. So between those overall polishing sessions, 
simply rub every piece with a soft, clean cloth—with 
absolutely nothing on it. Too many applications of wax 
or polish tend to make the surface tacky and sticky— 
fertile soil for dust to lodge. Remember that many a 
fine museum piece owes its matchless patina to some 
cabinetmaker who lovingly rubbed it with the palm of 
his hand. The heat and oil from his skin, together with 
the buffing, imparted that soft priceless sheen. 

Since wood breathes, expanding and contracting with 
changes in atmosphere, our steam-heated homes are 
anathema to it. For they draw out the moisture and dry 
the wood unless it is nourished regularly with wax or 
polish, which also protects the finish. One furniture 
finisher suggests that the best time for furniture polish- 
ing is just before the heating plant is started in the fall, 
and just after it’s shut down in the spring. 

But what to use is the question. One group of friends 
may swear by lemon oil; another wouldn’t use anything 
but a wax-base polish; another thinks that paste wax is 
a must, while still another votes for crude oil and vine- 
gar. Even the experts don’t agree on what is best. Each 
has his own formula for perfection. But they do agree 
on. basic principles. 

If a piece of furniture has a hand-rubbed finish 
achieved by many applications of wax, reapplications 
should be wax in some form to maintain the beauty of 
the piece and to build up the finish. 

An oil-finished piece should be treated to a rubbing 
of oil alone, or a combination of oil and turpentine.

F your grass grows on a firm foundation of fertile, loamy soil, say 67-8” deep; 
| if it sprang from good seed, properly planted and regularly tended; if the Jap 
beetles and chinch bugs have found other pastures; and if crabgrass has never 
been given its head—if all these, then you’ve got a pretty good lawn. Jt may look 
lumpy and sere in March, but in April it will start with a rush. And man, will 
it be ravenous! So your chief chore, as the weather begins to turn and the frost 
is about to come out of the ground, is to supply a real ration of complete plant 
food. This year, while stocks will be short, the formula for lawn and ornamental 
use will match the Victory garden formula for efficiency. And the rules on the 
maker’s package should be followed. If you lack a fertilizer spreader of your own, 
rent or borrow one. Choose, if possible, a still day when the ground is firm and 
before frost departs and green growth starts. Under these conditions, the fertilizer 
need not be watered in. There will be no green shoots to burn under any chemical 
nitrogen in the food, and the frost, when it does come out, will work the food 
down among the grass roots, dissolve it, and make it available to the grass when 
it can use it to best advantage. That’s all . . . except for the routine care. 





If a pretty fair lawn has begun to show bald spots ... 





{IVEN dead patches that are neither too big nor too numerous, the problem 

(; may not be serious. Crab grass or weeds eliminated last year would leave 

; such spots. So, too, would the work of beetle grubs or chinch bugs. In the case of 

Gees insect injury, definite steps must be taken. If the grass roots seem to have been 
eaten just below the surface, or if you find, in digging, considerable numbers of 
gray worms, arsenate of lead (10 lbs. per 1000 sq. ft.) will be called for about 
May 1. Either apply it in liquid form or watered in well immediately after appli- 
cation. In the case of chinch bugs, the damage is hard to diagnose in early spring. 
When the weather really gets warm, choose a sunny noon and examine suspicious 
spots at hands-and-knees range. Push aside the grass blades with your fingers, 





and if either small red infants or dirty looking adults, 4” long, are scurrying 
about, a good dose of tobacco dust is called for. They must be hit to be killed. 
Good healthy lawn grass, given a head start, will effectively choke out the crab- 
erass, which doesn’t germinate till early May. So right now your problem is 
the stimulation of the good grass and the re-sowing of the bare spots. Don’t rake 
the lawn when it is frozen or muddy with thawing. Apply your plant food as 
described in the first paragraph above. Then as soon as the ground is workable, 
scratch or fork over the bare spots, rake, roll or tamp, seed with top grade seed 





(no other is worth buying for a permanent lawn), rake, and firm again. Sow the 
seed evenly, by hand, so the soil is conspicuously but not thickly covered. You 
won't need to water spring grass till it is growing well or during a drought. 
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FRONT LAWN PROBLEMS 


or should depend—on not only what state the lawn was in 
when winter last arrived but how it performed during the 
preceding season. In other words, we must decide in March, 
on the basis largely of previous evidence, what we must or 
can do to have good grass this coming year and in years to 
follow. For a good lawn is not only perennial but perpetual. 

In general, there are four states a lawn may be in at any 
given spring: good, spotty, lousy, and hopeless (strong 
words, some of these, but the kind you use). There are all 
sorts and conditions in between, too, but that merely makes 


your job a little harder or easier. So start with Number | 
on the opposite page, and see what can be done to keep a 
lawn that was good last year just as good or better this sea- 
son. Or choose your own number, after a little memory work 
and a quick look out the window, and start there. But read 
them all. They interlock, and they may give you a better 
understanding of the way good grass develops and renews 
itself. Read especially Numbers 2 and 3, for “the things you 
will learn from the yellow and brown will help you a lot with 
the green.” And get busy now while there’s still time. 


If your lawn [ast fall was chiefly weeds and dirt .. . 





MIVHE answer is easy: you need a new lawn. Start way back—with the soil itself. 

Ideally, good lawn soil should be loamy, rich in humus or decayed organic 
matter (manure, leaf-mold, compost, peat moss), fertile (supplied with the spe- 
cifte food elements that grasses must have for nourishment), deep (6”-8% at 
least), and well drained. It should be as free from weed seeds as possible. It 
may need re-grading to eliminate steep slopes or low spots that will become water- 
logged. Can you salvage the soil you already have? Probably. But add the re- 
quired ingredients, except complete fertilizer, to bring it up to standard and 
mix well with either hand tools and much raking or, best of all, a machine built 
on the rotary-tilling principle. This shreds and mixes the soil to necessary depth 
and leaves a level seed bed requiring a minimum of raking and rolling. Prepare 
your ground as early as the soil can be worked without lumping. or sticking. 
Lime as a competent soil analysis indicates. Before rolling, rake in complete 
plant food according to the maker’s directions. Then roll, rake again, and cor- 
rect any unevenness. Roll once more, lightly, if the raking has loosened the sur- 
face too much. Now you are ready to seed. Buy the best (it costs a little more 
this year, but is still the only kind to buy), and sow in the fertilizer distributor. 
Eight pounds per 1000 sq. ft. is not too much. After sowing, rake lightly and roll 
again. Water only as it is necessary to keep seeds and developing roots moist— 
not soaked. Start weeding in May. Cut with a sharp mower when the grass stands 
evenly from 57-4” high. Never cut shorter than 144” at any time during the year. 


If the case for growing grass is definitely hopeless .. . 





ON’T try to grow grass at all—that’s the answer. In other words if grass won’t 
\) grow, even in good soil (and sometimes it won't), don’t waste your money 
trying to make it. Too steep slopes, deep shade, heavy encroachment of tree roots 
suggest three causes for grassless lawns. Let common sense be your guide and 
plant something else. On steep banks. many creeping perennials will grow, ac- 
cording to soil and light conditions. Trailing roses might be an answer, or yucca, 
or daylilies. Or ivy (Hedera varieties). Periwinkle (Vinca minor), or Pachy- 
sandra (P. terminalis). These last three are best bets for shaded spots under 
dense or voracious-rooted trees. Pachysandra plants are shown properly set out 
at left. Gradually they will form a solid evergreen layer, practically immune to 
disease and tolerant of all but the stiffest root competition. The use of ground 
covers in place of grass can be made a definite, esthetic part of your whole land- 
scape, not just a compromise with nature. They are “trouble-shooters” first of 
all, to be sure. But they are flowers, though largely blossomless, in a very real 
sense and are capable of carrying out their share of a garden design in line, 
form, texture, and color, Finally, if all else fails, grow neat bluestone chips! 
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The hum of the sewing machine runs like a leitmotif through Suzie's story. For $2.10 
she rented a machine long enough to make the striped draperies that hide the Pull- 
man kitchen, the butter yellow slipcovers for bed and sofa, and the bright cushions.

Here are some simple facts 
about the “protective” vegetables—greens 
for boiling and those you eat raw—with tips 


on good varieties, proper home garden care 


By George E. Burkhardt 


ay “greens” and two thirds of the populace would 
Ne ta probably make a face. There’s no 
vegetable in the world laboring under a greater handicap 
than spinach. Even worse is the bracketing of all other 
“boiling” greens with it. Of course, we all eat spinach— 
yes, and like it, too. And more and more these days we’re 
hearing the beautiful merits of the green vegetables em- 
phasized. But the time has now arrived to stop considering 
greens as medicine that is good for us. We can stop shouting 
about vitamins from A to K as though we really knew what 
we were talking about. We can stress, rather, the good 
flavor and adaptability of greens, over and above their 
admitted dietary merits. And we can, especially, point out 
that the best greens are easy to grow; that, well grown, 
they are of better quality than any we could buy in the 
markets; that there are certain important points to be con- 
sidered if we would grow these in our garden so as to get 
the most out of them. 

Go at it this way: first, read the paragraphs below cov- 
ering some of the best garden greens and the varieties or 
strains which are most dependable. Then study the sketches 
and notes on the opposite page. Then for further details 
about the growing and use of the greens, turn to page. 134. 


BROCCOLE is coming steadily to the fore not only as a staple 
green, but as a home garden favorite. There 
is one best type, called Calabrese or Green 
Sprouting. Seed may be started indoors and 
plants set out in April, or it may be sown in 
the open. It may be cut for 6 or more weeks 
if side heads are cut after main heads. Mem- 





ber of cabbage family. Full of vitamins. 


CABBAGE may be shorter on Vitamin A than its broccoli 
brother, but it has other vitamins and min- 
erats. For a full-season, all-purpose supply, 

varieties are suggested: 1, Golden Acre, 


small but firm heads of finest flavor. Plants 
can be set 18” apart. Takes 9 weeks to 
mature. 2, Savoy (Drumhead or Perfection 
strains), larger heads of crinky leaves. Mild 


flavored; 12 weeks. 3, Late Flat Dutch, fine 
for winter storage, kraut; 12-14 weeks. 








HARD may be sown as soon as the ground is ready, will start 


yielding thinnings and small leaves in 6 
weeks, and continues till frost. Lucullus is a 
fine large variety of top flavor. Rhubarb 
chard is red stalked with crumpled dark 
green leaves. Its flavor is delicate, its deco- 
rative value considerable. Chard is a cousin 





of the beet, likes a deep loam, ample water. 


KALE is a somewhat coarse, strong-flavored green, disliked 
by many on that account. But Dwarf Siberian 
grows well in most gardens, is a good green 
to grow late in the season. It withstands hard 
frosts, and with a little protection lasts over 
winter and provides leaves in spring. It takes 
9-10 weeks to mature, but may be cut over a 
long period. Likes 12” spacing; rich ground. 





KOHLRABE is a curious-looking vegetable seldom found in 
the market. It is a member of the cabbage 
family, has a swollen stem that looks a little 
like a turnip. Tastes something like cauli- 
flower. A hardy one, it may be sown early, 
thinned to 47-6”. Plant short rows and make 
3 to 4 fortnightly plantings. Thinnings good 
in cream sauce. Sow White Vienna. 





MUSTARD GREENS for your garden are of two sorts. One, 
Southern Curled, is ready from seed in 6 
weeks and may be cut till frost. It is spread-- 
ing, with crinkly leaves. Tendergreen (or 
Mustard Spinach) has smoother, more up- 
right leaves. It grows very rapidly in spring 
or fall and may be cut in 4 weeks or less. 





Sow 10-day intervals. Light or heavy soils. 


SPUNACH in the home garden is often more satisfactory 
as a fall crop, but the Bloomsdale types will 
continue fairly well into warm weather. Seeds 
are frost-hardy. Virginia Blight Resistant is 
also a good fall variety, holding well even 
through “black” frosts. Allow 7 weeks to 
clean out crop. For best results, thin plants 





to 4”-6” apart and keep growing rapidly. 


TAMPALA & SUMMER SPINACH (New Zealand) are fine 
summer greens. The former, new this year, 
makes an upright, bushy plant, the leaves 
of which can be cut all late summer and 
fall. Sow when weather warms up; thin 
to 18”-2’. Cut branch tips with leaves. New 
Zealand is a spinach-like green, yielding 





all summer and fall, too. Spreading plant.

f you have ever indulged in the pleasant and neces- 
| = pastime of day-dreaming about the house you 

are going to build, you know one thing. Your dreams 
are of how the house will look—particularly of how the 
front will look. 

At the risk of becoming an unpopular character, I 
should like to advise against this particular practice. 

An architectural style is not a mere skin for your 
house, into which you stuff rooms and furniture as a 
sausage is stuffed with meat. Rather it is something 
that should grow out of your plans. When you have 
selected your land and determined the accommodations 
you and your family need, the question of what style is 
best shou!d settle itself as naturally as love comes to 
the adolescent. 

This approach to home planning is_ particularly 
necessary today. For there is no current “fashion” trend 
to follow, and no one can accurately forecast what 
architectural styles will gain the greatest favor after 
the war. Nor can you get much help from some of the 
more imaginative sketches published by ambitious 
designers. While some are traditional in character, 
and some are sane modern, others are obviously im- 
practical pipe dreams. If you study the new houses in 
hastily erected war-housing colonies, you find no fore- 
cast of things to come. For they are bare boxes, naked 
of all semblance of beauty, because the materials or the 
designing time could not be spared to give them the 
charm they ought to possess. 

There is no dominant American style today, nor has 
there been one since long before the Civil War, except 
the Victorian. Our efforts to get away from the Alice- 
in-Wonderland monstrosities of the Gay Nineties have 
led us to try many imitations and adaptations of earlier 
and purer European and American styles, and more 
recently to try the so-called Modern styles. 

Perhaps this half century of groping would end more 
quickly if we stopped giving style so much importance. 
and started designing our homes to suit our present-day 
needs and materials. 


M\he style of a house is best determined by its environ- 

ment, by the size and contours of its site, by the 
amount of money that can be spent for it, by the num- 
ber and arrangement of its rooms, by the placement of 
windows, by the materials of construction, and by the 
climate and prevailing winds. 

All widely used styles of architecture have evolved 
out of such things. Our ancestors could not carry build- 
ing materials long distances; they used what was avail- 
able nearby. In the Cotswold district of England stone 
was plentiful, so the Cotswold style is an outgrowth of 
the use of local stone. In other parts of England and 
in Norman France heavy oak timbers could be had for 
the cutting during the Elizabethan era. The “half” 
timbering common to these styles grew out of that fact. 
Where rainfall was heavy, roofs were steeply pitched. 
Where roofs were of heavy stone, they were made steep 
because wood roof trusses strong enough to carry the 
weight could be built more easily that way.

The thatched cottages of England and Northern 
France were the result of poverty and local materials. 
Low walls of stone and clay were erected as high as it 
was economical to build them. They were made of the 
cheapest materials available, but because they relied 
upon thickness and weight for stability, it was not 
advantageous to carry them very high. 

Climate and customs, rather than materials, also may 
influence styles. There is marked contrast between the 
New England farmhouse and the plantation houses 
of the South. Both were the centers of farms or estates. 
In the North, the original house was often the nucleus 
for many additions, tagging on behind each other like 
children following hand in hand behind their teacher. 
The first unit was usually built by a new couple ventur- 
ing to carve out their destinies on unbroken land; as 
the family enlarged and the farm prospered, extensions 
were added. The farm hands in the North commonly 
lived with the family; more additions were needed to 
accommodate their increasing number. And because the 
winter climate was severe, these enlargements grew one 
upon another, to allow direct communication with the 
all-important kitchen or dining room without forcing 
anyone to go out-of-doors through deep drifts of snow. 
For the same reason these rambling structures were 
connected to the barn. Always you will find that oné 
could pass under cover from any unit to any other. 


()" the Southern plantations, a different set of condi- 
tions prevailed. Negro labor was used; and Negro 
field hands never lived with their masters as the native 
farmhands of the North lived under the same roof with 
their employers.

PASTE WAX produces a hard, 
protective coating, highly resist- 
nt to scratches and wear. It is 
arder to apply and must be buffed 
igorously to produce a sheen. It is 
ie longest-lasting finish. 
Liquid wax is wax to which a 
olvent has been added. It pro- 
uces the same gloss, but not as 
ard a coating, since the percent- 
ce of wax is less. It is easy to 
pply, and the solvent acts as a 
ild cleaner. But it must be re- 
ewed more often than paste. 
Cream furniture polishes with 
ax bases have good cleansing 
roperties because they contain an 
nulsifier and detergent. They 
lean as they polish and very little 
ibbing is necessary to get a high 
veen. In general they produce a 
igh gloss while a paste or liquid 
ax imparts a softer glow to the 
ood, which many people prefer. 
Oil polishes keep furniture in 
ood condition, but must be ap- 
lied sparingly because they have 
tendency to soften finish, and be-

If you do, and the wax 
dries hard, the buffing is twice as 
difficult. You need wait only until 
the solvents have evaporated! 

Streaking is caused just as much 
by a dirty cloth as by too heavy 
wax application. So change your 
cloth as soon as it soils. 


HEN applying a liquid polish, 

pour a little on a clean damp- 
ened cheesecloth pad. Rub on sur- 
face and follow by a brisk polishing 
with another cloth. (Plenty of dirt 
will come off on that first cloth, so 
don’t use as a polisher.) 

Buff the surface, regardless of 
your polisher, until a finger run 
over it leaves no mark. If you can 
write your name, and see it, you’re 
not a good polisher! 

Lastly, if your wood pieces are 
light, better use a colorless wax, 
as stain in dark waxes tends to 
darken wood.

with fabric. Glazed chintz is particularly 


good because its surface keeps out dust and 
dirt, and can be wiped clean easily with a 
damp cloth.

painted furniture, it’s wise to apply one coat 





of paint size so that the fabric will bond 
more securely. Size should be dry before 
fabric is attached, 
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How To Clean Fiber Rugs 

Fiber rugs can be cleaned successfully at 
home with a soap jelly, soapless shampoo, 
or dry cleaner. Regardless of the method, 
the rug should be dust-free before you begin. 


Clean both sides with a vacuum cleaner or 


carpet sweeper, or take the rug outside 
and sweep both sides with a stiff broom. 


You might do the shampooing outdoors, if 


weather permits, for it will hasten drying, 





which is important.

FURNITURE 
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PROCEDURE: [f fabric is not pre-shrunk, shrink it before 
cutting as it may shrink when wheat paste is applied. Make a 
paper pattern for each section of furniture. Don’t cut anything 
until you’ve allowed for matching patterns, if necessary. Allow 
about an inch overlap on outside edges of drawers, chests, 
desks, etc. (If fabric is brought flush with edge, it’s likely to A 
ravel and dust will lodge in rough edges.) Cover table with 
clean papers. Place fabric right side down. Outline pattern 
with pencil lines to guide you in cutting. Remove pattern and 
spread fabric thinly with wheat paste (wallpaper paste) the 
consistency of thick custard, using a spatula to apply. (Mix the 
paste; let stand for 15 minutes before using. Strain to remove 
lumps.) Apply fabric to furniture, smoothing out from center 
with clean cheesecloth to remove air bubbles and excess paste. 
If paste oozes through fabric—it won’t do any harm. When 
dry, coat with spar varnish. 
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For soap-jelly cleaning, dissolve one-half cup of soap scraps or 
flakes (mild soap, not naphtha variety) in five cups of boiling 
water. Cool, then whip with egg beater to a stiff lather. With 
scrub brush, scoop up thick lather (don’t use any liquid) and 
go over about one square foot of rug. Rinse off washed area 
with sponge wrung tightly out of clear water. Remove all traces 
of soap. Proceed to next area, overlapping clean area each time. 

For soapless shampoo, dissolve two tablespoons of a cleaner 
such as VAPOO (Vapoo Products Co., N. Y. C.) in a quart of 
luke-warm water. Work up a lather. Proceed as above. 

For dry cleaning, pour dry cleaner, such as DES-TEX (Clin- 
ton Carpet Co.) into flat pan. Dip scrub brush in solution and 
scrub rug with circular motion. Sponge off with dry cloth. 

If drying outdoors, suspend rug over parallel lines. If drying 
indoors, crumble papers and place underneath to speed drying. 
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Many amateurs ayoid using paint removers because they’re 
inflammable and have to be handled very warily. But you can 
make a homemade paint remover for casein paint which doesn’t 
have to be used with any special precaution because it contains 
no inflammable solvents. First cover floor and woodwork with 
papers or cloths, because remover will remove paint and varnish. 
Mix together in a large pail one pound of washing soda, two 
pounds of hydrated lime, and a quarter pound of table salt. 
Add enough water to make a heavy paste, which won’t run all 
over. With a kitchen scrub brush apply to wall. Allow to re- 
main on wall until paint softens—about 20 to 30 minutes. 
Scrape off old paint before paste dries. Wash surface with fresh 
water to remove all traces of paste and neutralize the surface.

A BIRTHDAY TRIBUTE TO A CONDUCTOR 
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he made no secret of his scorn for 
fascism and of his wrath over the 
state of Italy. He burned while 
Rome fiddled. Today it is wise for 
foreign artists to be enthusiastic 
about this country. But in Tosca- 
nini’s case, that enthusiasm is of 
long standing and of absolute and 
unquestionable sincerity. All you 
have to do is to listen to the way 
he conducts the Star Spangled 
Banner—conducts it as no other 
conductor does, with the bounce 
and the rhythm that it deserves— 
to understand that. 


ELL, these are reasons a lot of 

people admire him. But speak- 
ing strictly from a musical point 
of view, they are all unimportant. 
What counts is the fact that to al- 
most every piece of music that he 
undertakes, he brings such knowl- 
edge and interpretative insight 
that we seem to hear this music 
always for the first time, every 
time. And this quality of excite- 
ment and freshness, this feeling of 
being in front of a unique expe- 
rience, is, as I said, felt by those 
whose knowledge of music is com- 
prehensive. It is an actual fact that 
the most enthusiastic admirers of 
Toscanini are the people who 
know most about the music he 
plays—I am speaking of the men 
in the orchestra. These men would 
rather be plagued, yelled at, in- 
sulted, kept overtime and left ex- 
hausted by Toscanini than enjoy 
a siesta under another conductor. 
Now musicians are not sentimental 
fellows. They don’t like to work 
hard any more than the rest of us 
do—and they don’t whistle while 
they work. They are willing to 
work for Toscanini because they

The LOG of the 
PRACTICAL GARDENEE 


Lean back in your chair, close your eyes, and 
cheek over all the things a gardener does in 
April. When you wake up, itll be bedtime. 


No doubt it will rain come Saturday, so plan to repaint the pore 
furniture. Could there be any more depressing way to launch t 
most exciting month in the garden year—or a worthier one? 


To continue on this mundane note, I’m planning to start the miaf 
season cabbages in seed pans in the Blister as April begins. Dru 
head Savoy—marvelous for picnic slaw—to follow the early Golda 
Acre now in the row and precede the late Flat Dutch. 






Annuals go in the cold frame now or before—in what space is left by 
few over-wintering parsley roots and the forcing crop of Mignonette lettuc 
(This is the only head lettuce fit to grow, in our opinion, and the only wa 


we grow it. All else is “loose-leaf.") a 


Here’s my pet answer to the problem of how to dry a hundred df 
so freshly repainted wooden plant labels: After brushing the uppe 
three fourths of the markers, both sides, set the unpainted pointf, 
in seed flats filled with sand. You can stand them a half-inch apa 
and they'll stay put till dry. Unless the dog gets into them. 


Last call, more or less, for dormant spraying of fruit trees an 
lilacs for scale. I use a miscible oil job because I hate the looks 
lime-sulphur residue. But if you use the latter, at least the neigh 
bors can see you've accomplished something. (Pick a day when thi 
temperature is up to 40° or so, and before buds break.) 


Every month of the twelve there’s something you either shoul 
or shouldn’t do about your roses. In April there is one should ani 
one shouldn’t. Should: Set all new plants as soon as_ possible 
Shouldn’t: Don’t uncover the old plants until you’re certain  thj 
new sprouts won't be nipped by late frosts or dried by gusty winds 


Unmulch everything gingerly (| know | keep harping on this). Let th) 
plants literally force their way through. Of course, soggy or airtight mulche 
will almost certainly cause serious damage, but that kind shouldn't hel 


been used in the first place. 


By the end of the month, however, everything is safely uncoverelf 
in my part of the world. Everything, that is, that got mulched 4 
all. Actually, I think most of my mulching is unnecessary. It jus 
gives me something to do each December. 


This is the time I'll begin to wonder if daylilies will “grow any 
where,” as the catalogues say. I planted a couple of dozen division| 
in a good grade of gravel on the far side of the fence back of th 
long border last September. The idea was to keep the gravel fron 
washing right off the place. Bet the daylilies turn the trick, too. 


I’m one of those ornery cusses who would rather choke than hay 
red, white, and blue flowers grouped to form a display of red, whit 
and blue. Yet I went and did it last fall. I had room for just mt , 
new lilacs in the south shrub border, and set out President Linco 
(blue single), Edith Cavell (white double), and Marechal Foe 
(red double). Seemed silly to mix up the colors. And they are th 
finest of their color groups.

1 cup salt codfish 2 eggs, beaten 
31% cups potatoes, 1 tablespoon melted 
cubed margarine 


Soak codfish in cold water twenty 
minutes. Drain. Shred it. There 
should be one cupful after it is 
shredded. Mix it with the cubed 
potatoes. Cover with boiling water 
and cook till the potatoes are soft 
—about fifteen minutes. Drain off 
the water, mash thoroughly, add 
the beaten eggs and melted mar- 
garine. Shape lightly into balls. 
Fry in fat heated to 385° F. until 
brown. They should be done in 
about four minutes. 

The Appleyards like them irreg- 
ular in shape and bristly. This 
means not touching them with the 
hands at all, but dropping them 
into the hot fat by spoonfuls. If 
you prefer them in smooth, regular 
balls, roll them carefully by hand 
and let them stand a few minutes 
before you cook them. In either 
case drain them on paper towels.

Rub in the flour, sifted with the 
seasonings. Stir in the liquid care- 
fully, add oysters, mushrooms, pep- 
per, and pimiento. Let mixture 
simmer a few minutes. When you 
are ready to serve it, dilute the 
beaten egg yolks with some of the 
sauce, and stir the mixture back 
into the pan. Let it get hot, but 
do not boil. Add sherry. Serve with 
triangles of toast. If it has to be 
kept hot, use a double boiler.

LL good garden soil is divided 

into. three clay, 
and humus. The proportions of 
the divisions and the size of the 
particles that make up the first 
two determine the 
nature and quality of the soil in 
which you do your gardening. For- 
tunately, while there is probably 
an absolutely ideal soil for every 
individual plant, there is no ideal 
for all plants.

The hardest thing to persuade a 
gardening beginner is not to plant 
too much at one time of most vege- 
table varieties. The best table sorts 
of beets, carrots, radishes, turnips, 
bush beans mature with surprising 
uniformity. A good rule is to sow 
five or six feet of row for each 
member of the family in each in- 
stallment.

Time was when nibbling vermin 


played havoc with our spring 
planting. Pursuant to instructions 
from our county agent and helpful 


neighbors, we got ourselves moth- 





balls, cyanide gas, a terrier, and a 
shotgun. The first proved worth- 
less. The dog preferred to play 
with the children. The cyanide 
helped only when all burrows had 
been located and all exits blocked. 
The shotgun was definitely eflec- 
tive. But a busy man can’t spend 
all his time sitting on a stone wall 
waiting for a woodchuck to come 
out and pose. 


Now we just fence the whole gar- 
den and then cease worrying about 
our four-footed friends. Each year 
when he finishes harrowing, the 
plowman hitches one plow-bottom 
back on his tractor and runs a 
single furrow right around our 
garden plot. Into this furrow we 
set a 3-foot chicken wire, tied to 
stakes with binder twine and bur- 
ied a good eight inches below the 
surface. No burrowing creature 
has so far been either over or 
under this barrier. Except one in- 
quisitive deer who took the fence as 
though it weren’t there and chewed 
the top leaves off our Russian sun- 
flowers one spring. 

Did you ever note the order in 


which insect pests make their an- 
nual appearance among your vege- 
tables? Here’s my own roll call, 
together with indications of the 
particular medicine I reserve for 
each returning visitor: 


Flea beetles: copper-lime dust or 
bordeaux-arsenate spray 

Cabbage maggots: tar - paper 
shields or formaldehyde 

Striped cucumber beetles: cop- 
per-lime or cryolite dust or rotenone 

Colorado potato beetles: bordeax- 
arsenate spray or copper-lime dust 
with arsenicals 

Mexican bean beetles: rotenone 
or magnesium arsenate 


Squash bugs: nicotine sulfate 
(young); hand picking (adults) 


Aphids: nicotine sulfate 
European corn borers: jacknife 
Tomato hornworm: hand picking 
Corn earworms: dichlorethyl ether 
oil (available under brand names) 


Neighbors who see me spread three 
or more cords of manure on my 
half-acre vegetable patch every 
single year often ask me why I 
bother to use a balanced fertilizer 
at planting time and occasionally 
in the form of later side-dressings 
as well. I point out by way of an- 
swer that | am making my garden 
produce at least two and often 
three crops every twelve months. 
One of these crops—the winter 
green cover of rye and vetch—is 
turned under each spring, but the 
other two go on my table. So heavy 
a drain on the plant nutrients in 
my garden soil would soon exhaust 
it were I not generous with stable 
manure and carefully ripened com- 
post. And such a rapid overturn of 
succession crops would be impos- 
sible were it not that I get each 
sowing away to a quick start with 
a “booster” dose of prepared fer- 
tilizer and an occasional jab-in- 
the-arm after transplanting or cul- 
tivation. I don’t loaf myself until 
the harvest is in; why, say I, 
should I let the vegetables dawdle 
along? When the snow flies. both 
the farm and the farmer can sleep.

ning out the young plants, they 
can be used as greens or as salad 
in the raw state. 

In many home gardens, a com- 
mon mistake is the planting of too 
much of a variety at one time. It 
would be better to plant less, but 
do it more often. For instance, a 
dozen cabbage plants of the early 
variety might produce a few too 
many at one time for the average 
family to use. Making two plant- 
ings of each might be better. In 
order to check the growth of these 
plants when they come to maturity, 
a sharp twist of the head will stop 
growth, prolong the season when 
they can be used by several days. 

With late cabbage, however, let 
your taste be the limit. Sauerkraut 
or storage in trenches under straw 
and earth will take care of surplus. 

Again, too many broccoli plants 
are usually set out at the same 
time and the broccoli is allowed 
to go to flower. A good recommen- 
dation is about 8 plants set out 
for the average family of four, 
for a 6-week bearing period. 

Perhaps a dozen Swiss chard 
plants, if grown in good soil, will 
produce all that will be needed, 


especially where such other greens - 


as spinach or Tampala are grown. 


OST salad greens will require 
WHE little or no spraying or dusting 
but the broccoli, cabbage and _ pos- 
sibly the kohlrabi plants will prob- 
ably need dusting for cabbage 
worm and loopers or spraying for 
aphids. A good rotenone dust or 
nicotine-sulphate spray, if applied 
properly, will control these in- 
setts. The cabbage maggot can be 
controlled in the field by soaking 
the ground at the base of the 
plants with 1 ounce of corrosive 
sublimate dissolved in ten gallons 
of water, or by paper discs (see 
page 63). Especially with early 
plants, protection should be ap- 
plied as soon as possible after the 


plants are set in the ground.

Re though perennial, vary noticeably, depending on 
the world climate in which they grow and bloom. 

The social climate of the last four years has been per- 
fect for producing a bounteous crop of marriages. But 
the bride resulting from these marriages is a very differ- 
ent breed from her sisters of the 1930's. 

We are inclined to think she is a better breed. Though 
she has less, in terms of marital security, she cherishes it 
more carefully. Though she has pitifully little material 
goods with which to make a home, she manages to con- 
trive a place that is gayer, more livable, and frequently 
better decorated than did her predecessors of the ‘thirties 
—and with much less money. 

House BEAUTIFUL sees great social significance in her 
capacity for making an attractive home literally out of 
sticks and stones. The reason for it is this: 

War brides are not expected to “set up housekeeping” 
in the traditional manner. They have neither sufficient 
money nor a permanent address Nor could they buy the 
right miscellany of household goods. But since they are 
not expected to live up to any previous norm, they can 
approach their first home-making venture with a gay 
abandon and an ingenuity that knows no self-pity, no 








rules, They are free to be themselves—and that is good. 






Therein lies the significance. No self-pity at being poor, fos

Properly used, rocks can be important 
as flowers in your garden. Too often, 
though, rock gardens are messy gardens. 


Here are 3 boners, a few straight tips 


efore you start building a garden with those rocks you've 
b been accumulating out behind the garage, stop and 
think just what you are proposing to do with them. Are 
they going to take up space and thus reduce the number 
of flowers you plant and take care of? Are they going to 






enliven a corner you can’t seem to find the right planting 
for? Are they to unfocus attention from some undesirable 
view elsewhere in the garden? If any of these things are 
true, leave the rocks where they are. You’re wasting your 
time. If, however, rocks and rock formations are a natural 
feature of the country round your home. And if you have 
a sloping place where a rock out-crop is or might logically 
be found. And if, again, you have the right kind of rocks 
handy. And ifgstill, you are willing to hold a mirror up to 
Nature, not kick her in the teeth. . . Then have a rock 
garden.

DON’T MAKE A PLUM PUDDING IN YOUR BACK YARD 






It’s worth a modest bet that there are more rock gardens looking like plum 
puddings in America’s back yards than there are real plum puddings on 
America’s tables at Christmas time. It’s the worst rock garden sin of all— 
and the commonest. For it’s so easy. First a rock, then a plant, then a rock 
then a plant—rock, plant, rock plant, till you run out of rocks. Then peb- 
ble, pebble, pebble all round the edge. Voila! Rock garden! Maybe this 
is one reason a rock garden’ is never finished. Why there always seems the 
need for putting in or taking out or moving just one more rock. But it never 
will look right. Nature didn’t pour rocks into neat plies out of a bucket. 
And if your rocks don’t look as if they had always been where they are, 
and always would be, they don’t belong. Rock gardening is one of the 
subtlest but most imitative of gardening arts, and while it isn’t especially 
dificult, it must be done right or it isn’t worth practicing at all. But 
granted that the pudding arrangement doesn’t appeal, no amount of,

DON'T HIDE GOOD ROCKS UNDER THE WRONG FLOWERS 


The wrong rocks, as we’ve seen, won’t permit a good rock garden. Well, 
neither will the right rocks insure a good one. Plants out of place among 
rocks are just as unsatisfactory as rocks out of place among plants. Given 
a natural placement of recks, or a ledge outcrop—one that you didn’t have 
to plan and build yourself, that is—the temptation to make that the motive 
and the setting for a garden is almost irresistible. There is no need to resist 
the temptation. But there is need to build a rock garden, not just a garden 
with rocks. The trouble with the example sketched, of course, is simply that 
the flowers have no relation to the stones. Their size, shape, form, texture 
are all disturbing in such a setting. They are out of scale and seem bent 
on concealment rather than collaboration. It is safe to assume, also, that 
their colors would be wrong. That is, that the individual color packages. 
as represented by the blossoms, would be out of balance, not in tone but 
in placement. Colors in a good rock garden creep and flow slowly, or dip 
and rush like rapids in springtime. But they have continuity and a rippling, 
sinewy relation always to the rocks among which they are set. However: 


DON’T LET THE ROCKS BULLY THE GARDEN 


In nature you may find rock formations where- flowers contribute to a 
brilliant and satisfying picture but in complete subjugation to the rock 
theme. In your back yard, unless it is a very big or a very natural one, 
overbearing rocks will produce a stormy and unrelaxing effect. When all 
is said and done, while rocks will dominate the scheme in a good rock 
garden, flowers will—and should—carry the burden of day-in-day-out loveli- 
ness. By their changing forms and colors, their waxing and waning with 
the seasons they give the variety and refreshment that must be present in 
any garden worthy of the name. Let the unchanging structural elements- 
in this case the rocks—take over the scene and monotony is the first result, 
stuffiness the second, and boredom (yours, of course) the final one. So 
what shall you do? Let’s say you have good rocks, indigenous to your 
locality. That you will take care to provide the right flowers. That you have, 
in short, the excuse and the desire for a rock garden. What next? First, you 
must plant your rocks—so read below. Then you must choose your flowers. 
For a check list of good plants, see page 157.

One sheet of mirror can take the place 
of a dozen structural changes, giving a 
room depth, sparkle, and a grand illu- 
sion of spaciousness, to say nothing of 
concealing unwanted features. It’s a nat- 
ural wartime remodeler because the sup- 


ply is unlimited and the procedure simple 


ys don’t ordinarily expect anything as enchant- 
ingly lovely as mirror to be as downright 
practical as bricks and mortar. But mirror, for 
all its gleaming elegance and look of luxury, 
deserves a top place on the list of two-fisted 
remodeling materials. By simply covering a sur- 
face with it, you can make a wall disappear, 
raise a ceiling, or double the amount of light you 
get from your windows. Or you can use it to 
obliterate a multitude of architectural sins—awk- 
ward jogs, useless doors, ugly woodwork—and 
you don’t have to partly demolish the house to 
do it. There’s no mirror scarcity, and this kind 
of wartime remodeling, since it is a relatively 
uncomplicated procedure, can be kept comfort- 
ably within the essential spending limits. 
However, installations of mirror paneling are 
not for the average home mechanic. If you want 


to widen a long narrow room by sheathing a long 
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wall in mirror, or if you want to increase the 
light reflection of a window by lining sill, soffit, 
and reveals with mirror, the job, big or little, 
needs an expert glazier. He measures the space 
and orders the glass to fit it. He knows where to 
drill screw holes, how to polish edges, and about 
“truing up” walls so that they are flat, even back- 
grounds for the mirror paneling—important be- 
cause the finest mirror may develop wavy distor- 
tions if it’s installed on an irregular surface. 

It’s generally considered preferable, especially 
if you are a renter, to have mirror paneling at- 
tached by screws, because then it may be taken 
down at any time without damage to the wall or 
the mirror. Strips of plywood or wallboard are 
nailed to the surface and the mirror is screwed 
into this backing, which also serves as a leveler. 
Screwheads have decorative glass rosettes. But, 
instead of screws, you may use clips at top and 
bottom to hold mirror in place, or a frame of 
half-round molding. Or, if you own your own 
home and want mirror installed for keeps, you 
may have paneling applied with a mastic or gluey 
adhesive. The mastic itself levels the surface and 
no furring is needed, so the process is easy. But 
drawbacks are that mirror so installed has to be 
practically chiseled out of the plaster before it can 
be moved and, unless the mirror has a good pro- 
tective backing over its silver, mastic may eventu- 
ally cause streaks and discolorations. 
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4 POINTS TO CONSIDER BEFORE CHOOS- 


ING THE “ROOTS” FOR YOUR GARDEN 


1. What kind of soil have you? A rich, sandy loam, 
free from roots, sticks, and stones to a depth of 10”- 
12” is best. If your soil is heavy or clayey, add 
humus (rooted manure, compost); if it is too light 
or sandy, add humus. Drainage should be good, but 
with a source of water handy. 


2. How big is your garden? Tastes and individual 
needs vary, but for a fair supply, row lengths per 
person might be set: beets, 15'-25’; carrots, 50'-150': 
onions, 25'-50'; parsnips, 10'-15'; rutabagas, 10'-25': 
turnips, 25'-50'; radishes, up to 20’ in small doses. 
Storage plans will affect amounts. 


3. How’s your climate? Most root crops can be 
sown as early in spring as the soil can be worked 
For tender, sweet summer crops, it is usually well 
to force growth (water, supplementary feeding). 
Fall crops last till hard frost. 


4. How about canning, drying, sioring? Can you 


or will you—plan to preserve your crop surplus, 
through the season and in fali. for later use? In

any Case, successive plantings should be made for a 


continuous supply. If surplus is to be saved. plan 


for larger amounts or there won't be an surplus.

give the thorough gardener a richer reward

T° the passerby, the beauty of a vegetable garden may be 
only skin deep. But to the gardener and his family, it goes 
down considerably farther. Try growing parsnips in freshly 
turned land, or long carrots in poorly tilled soil and you'll 
see what I mean. But of course the beauty we're talking 
about here lies not only in a deep layer of well tilled, fertile 
garden soil, but in the selection of the proper varieties and 
their maintenance throughout thé growing season. As for 
the soil, much depends on the ground available to you. The 
rest is the way you work it. Selection of good varieties is 
wholly within your control, and the large drawing above 
will help you find the right answer for your needs. As for 
maintenance of the growing crops and use of the harvest, 
the drawings opposite cover the highlights, and the details 
will be discussed later on. 

However, this much should be said right now: Don’t grow 
roots crops unless you have a well prepared, friable, fairly 
rock-free garden soil. Don’t grow just any old varieties. 
Buy recommended strains from good seed houses that are 


jealous of their reputations. Don’t (Continued on page 158)

With good sowing, carrots and others 
may need only one thinning. Cultivate surface 
only (2) to cut weeds. Water deeply in drought, 
and after applying (3) with dry or liquid food. 


MAKE REAL ALL-YEAR USE OF CROP 


Use young beets, tops and all, in cook-pot. Use 
the small beets, fingerling carrots, turnips, and 
turnip tops as well (1). For tossed salads, use 
left-over cold beets, raw carrots, and beets, and 
in fall store mature beets, carrots, turnips in 
boxes of moist sand or peat (3), keep at 34° to 
38° if possible. Rutabagas, too, after waxing cut 
tops and tails. Onions are pickling “musts” also.

\ay, dainty, colorful curtains are to the kitchen what white 
M ruffled neckwear is to a dark dress. But there’s nothing 
more dismal than neckwear that has been worn a day too 
many, and kitchen curtains that are limp, gray, and grimy 
give a kitchen a careless, sloppy air which says unpleasant 
things about the owner. Because kitchen curtains take hard 
punishment from steam, odors, and grease from cooking, 
they should be tubbed at the first sign of drooping. Hf you 
have two sets of identical curtains for each kitchen window,

you ll never have to apologize for them. Keeping them con- 
stantly laundered will make extra work, if you do them at 
home—larger laundry bills, if sent out. But you needn’t go 
to the opposite extreme and cover your windows with just 
a shade or a Venetian blind, if you refuse to be a slave to 
curtains.

You can do it with a special liquid spray which 
actually penetrates the wool fibers and makes them distasteful 
to moth worms. These liquid protectors must cover every inch 
of fabrics, to be effective, and the treated article must be 
thoroughly wet. One moth-proofing liquid we know of moth- 
protects for a whole year, if properly applied. Another liquid, 
now being bottled for the first time for consumers, has been 
used successfully for years.by a house furnishings store whose 
service department would, and still will, moth-proof anything 
and everything woolen in your house and guarantee it for five 
years. The moth protector can be used on clothing, upholstered 
furniture, rugs. A gallon wil

three pieces of furniture, or four to six suits. Apply with a 


hand sprayer or the sprayer attachment of your vacuum cleaner. 
Be sure sprayer is not rusty. But don’t use liquid sprays on 


furs, linens, silk, cotton, rayon or colors that are not fast to 


water.

HAT gleam in your eye means you’re proud of your spring 
cleaning. True, everything does look handsome, surface-wise. 
But we don’t remember seeing you vacuum anything but the 
face of your rugs. Plenty of dirt sifts through to the backing 
and underpad. How do you know some moth family hasn’t dis- 


covered that spot under the sofa that your vacuum never 


reaches? As far as your cleaning is concerned, they could carry 
on their activities quite unmolested. For you haven’t touched 
the dark, hidden places they find so attractive. It’s not just 
wool fiber that moths feed on but all animal fibers. That means 
hair in upholstered furniture, in toys, felt, furs, feathers. So 
you haven’t really cleaned until you’ve nosed the vacuum into 
the cracks around the baseboard where wool lint and hairs 
collect, behind the radiators, down in the crevices and folds 
of upholstered furniture, under cushions, on the backs of 
chairs and sofas, on both sides of wool rugs and underpad. 
Shift rugs, too, to distribute wear and bring those hidden cor- 
ners into the light. And if you see flying moth millers, kill them 
with an insecticide spray. 





| OUBLY protect clean woolens, when storing, by covering 
eee with moth crystals, flakes, or balls. Fumes from either 
paradichlorobenzene or naphthalene kill moth life. The former, 
para, comes in crystals. Para vaporizes more quickly than 
naphthalene, and its odor quickly disappears once tlie articles 
are put into use. Naphthalene comes in balls and flakes. It 
evaporates more slowly, which is advantageous for woolens to 
be stored over long periods. Its odor, however, does not readily 
disappear even afier articles are in use. A mixture of para and 
naphthalene is often recommended for woolens which are to 
be stored indefinitely. For the quick evaporating para releases 
heavy concentrations of fumes to destroy insects present imme- 
diately, while the slower vaporizing naphthalene gives long 
protection. Sprinkle the moth preventives on layers of paper 
between clothing or housefurnishings, as crystals sometimes 
cling to certain textures and are hard to remove. There is a 
wide range of paper bags and fiberboard chests, ranging from 
under $1 to $5, which are good for storing woolens, when ade- 
quately sealed. Blankets can be put in sealed under-bed chests. 














HE family’s beginning to shed winter overcoats, mittens, 

socks, heavy sweaters. So it’s time to store those things and 
make room for spring wearables. Everything that has even a 
mixture of wool in it should be tubbed or sent to the dry-cleaner. 
For can’t you still recall all too clearly that dismal Fall morning 
last year when you brought out the rose blankets for week-end 
guests? Right in the center of one was a big hole. Why? 
Because you hadn’t bothered to have it cleaned or vashed, ‘or 
guest room traffic had been light and they didn’t look dirty. 
But there must have been a spot because moths have a way of 
going for soiled places. Besides removing soil, either washing 
or dry-cleaning kills the destructive worms which you may not 
have even seen! And if washed or dry-cleaned articles are 
stored immediately in completely sealed, unbroken, paper con- 
tainers, they will be safe. But if time elapses between cleaning 
and storing, it is advisable to protect articles by spraying with 
a moth-proofing liquid which renders wool inedible to moth 
larvae, or sprinkling with moth flakes, crystals or balls, which 
omit fumes that kill the ravagers, if clothes are packed away. 





F ONE of your closets can be devoted to storinig woolens, it’s 

a fine answer. The closet must be kept absolutely air-tight, 
however, once it has been treated, to insure complete protection. 
Clean the closet first. Fill any cracks in plaster, or gaps between 
plaster and baseboard with a good plastic crack filler, which 
won't shrink. The flying moth millers and the worms can be 
destroyed most quickly by vaporizing moth crystals with a 
vacuum cleaner attachment in a sealed closet, although closets 
can be moth-proofed if sufficient quantities of crystals are scat- 
tered on shelves, floors, etc., before sealing. The fumes stop the 
moth worms from feeding and eventually kill them. But the 
vacuum cleaner method uses less material, insures quick de- 
struction of moth life before damage can be done. Place one- 
half pound of crystals in vacuum cleaner, place cleaner in 
closet with clean woolens and seal door. Turn motor on and 
run for about 14% hours. Remove cleaner quickly and reseal. 
If you are in and out of a treated closet, there can be no guaran- 
tee that articles within will remain protected. Air dissipates 
the heavy concentration of fumes which is vital to protection. 
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OTH worms, or larvae, won't get a chance to feed on clothes 

which are worn regularly, because—for one thing—they 
don’t thrive in light and air, and besides, worms are dislodged 
by frequent brushings. But, if you don’t want to live in that ap- 
prehensive state of wondering whether your best, but seldom- 
worn suit in the back of the closet, or an extra blanket, kept 
in the depths of the closet for emergencies, is going to be 
intact when needed, better put them through the paces of brush- 
ing and airing outdoors once a month or so. Wait for a sunny 
day with a breeze, then fasten everything securely on several 
clothes lines. Air for an hour and then brush. Don’t be gentle 
with your brushing, either. For you want to dislodge any eggs 
which may have thought your woolens a nice place to hatch. 
Turn pockets inside out and whisk-broom them briskly—seams, 
too. Take hems out occasionally and remove that line of dust 
and lint. And don’t forget the cuffs of trousers, either. Look 
for spots, and if you find them don’t look the other way. But 
off to the laundry or cleaner. You can afford the cleaning fee 
a lot better now than the cost of replacement later!

| OTHS aren't the only household pests from which you have 
WE to protect woolens. Carpet beetles cause similar damage 
and are particularly susceptible to rugs because they breed 
in floor cracks and around baseboards. They’re brown and 
white bugs, feeding on animal fibers, cereals, and flour. But 
since they thrive on animal fibers like moths, a good moth- 
protection program will eliminate them, too. If you want to 
protect woolen rugs left on the floor during the summer, they 
can be treated with the moth-proofing liquid mentioned before. 
It’s quite a job because you must, in addition to vacuuming 
thoroughly on both sides, remove spots and spray liquid on 
both sides if the backing is not jute. If you’re storing rugs at 
home, cover them with paradichlorobenzene or naphthalene 
crystals until rugs resemble a heavy snowfall. Then wrap in 
extra heavy paper that won’t break easily, folding ends over 
carefully so moths can’t enter, and seal every opening. Store 
in a well-ventilated place. Shift all rugs occasionally so wear 
is distributed and dark hidden places brought to light. Spray 
occasionally with an insecticide if rugs are not moth-proofed.

You can save seeds in sowing till you’re blue 
in the face, but if your ground isn’t well and 
deeply worked, adequately supplied with or- 
ganic matter, and fertile, you’re still nowhere. 
Prepare a good growing medium always. 


Work according to a plan—a plan in black and 
white—for both vegetable gardens and new 
flower borders. It saves time, avoids errors. 


Don’t fuss and worry about your gardening. 
Make up your mind what is the best course of 
action with any given crop or plant and then 
stick to it. Few plants need any babying. 


Don’t overfeed; don’t over-water. Seeds and 
seedlings should be evenly moist at all times, 
and ground should be kept basically fertile. 
Small individual servings of good plant food 
will keep the plants growing without check. 


Keep weeds out of your garden. Start weeding 
early and continue late. Weeds are unsightly, 
yes, but, worst of all, they compete with the 
plants and keep them from doing their best. 


Avoid deep cultivation. Lackadaisical scraping 
of surface soil to keep weeds down is better 
than vigorous hoeing which cuts feeding roots. 


Spray only to eliminate insects and diseases. A 
preliminary study of plant and pest habits will 
enable you to cope with troubles as they ap- 
pear, yet avoid drugging plants and soil. 


Pick vegetable crops when they are ready. 
There’s nothing that so discourages plants as 
leaving the harvest on the vine. Keep it picked, 
and the plant will produce to its top limit. 


Pick your annual flower crop, too. Annuals 
want most of all to make seed, but if you pre- 
vent that by removing all faded blooms, you'll 
get more blossoms till the plant is exhausted 
or frost comes to end its labors. 


Stake tall or brittle plants. Remember that 
most of our garden flowers are highly bred for 
ornamental purposes. They are not as well fitted 
to stand winds as their forbears. Stake those 
that will need staking before they need it. 


Take time occasionally to back off and look at 
your garden. Don’t get so you can’t see the gar- 
den for the plants or you won’t have any fun. 


Follow through. “Will you love me in Decem- 
ber as you did in May?” goes for gardens, 
too. Garden this year so that next year’s garden 
will be better than ever.

Start now to collect recordings of wartime 
songs, speeches, and radio broadcasts. You 
will have a hobby which will increase in 
value every year. Here are some specific 


suggestions to get you off to a good start

n his book, The Amenities of Book Collecting, 

A. Edward Newton says, “For those to whom 
sport in any form is a burden not to be endured, 
there is one remaining form of exercise, the 
riding of a hobby—collecting, it is called; and 
the world is so full of such wonderful things 
that we collectors should be as happy as kings.” 

If you have any collector’s instincts, if you 
have ever toyed with the idea of collecting some- 
thing and have searched for that proper some- 
thing, you may be interested in the report I now 
have to give you. 

It concerns the collecting of records, that is, a 
special kind of records—war records—songs, 
music, speeches, poems which deal with this, our 
present conflict. 

This idea began first on the west coast, and 
was first reported in a Tacoma, Washington, 
newspaper. Like all self-respecting hobbies, it 
has, however, spread and mutiplied with rabbit- 
like prodigality. It has become quite a vogue, 


in fact, though there are as yet not enough people 


in it to make the hobby ordinary or uninterest- 
ing to the true collector, who, with all good will 
toward man, likes an exclusive club. 

Collecting war records is of course a very per- 
sonal kind of collecting. It deals with events and 


| 
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ple that you know personally. It deals with 
the present, your present. It does not deal with 
past that’s already past. No doubt a part of 


such a collection will assume historic value as 
the present becomes history. But that is not, I 
think, the chief value of the hobby. Its chief value 
is what I might call the recollection value of the 
collection. You will play these records in after 
years—better years, we hope—and you will re- 
member what these songs meant to you when 
you first heard them, under what circumstances 
these poems first appeared, how and where you 
listened to this or that speech. In short, you will 
remember your own self. 

Well, then, you might start off with the disk 
of President Roosevelt’s address to Congress on 
December 8th, 1941, that address in which he 
spoke of the course of Japan’s policy, the attack 
on Pearl Harbor, on the Philippines, on Wake 
Island and Guam, and in which he finally called 
upon Congress to declare a state of war. This 
record was taken off the air by permission of 
the White House. It is the first time an American 
war speech was offered to the general public as 
a record. You might then, in contrast to this 
speech, get hold of one or two of Mr. Hitler’s 
speeches, some of which are also available on 
records. Some of Churchill’s speeches have also 
been recorded. 

Next in your collection. would be the songs of 
those months when some of us knew what was 
coming even though war had not been declared. 
To this part of the collection belongs “God Bless 
America,’ a song that has already become a 
permanent song—not because it is a good song 
but because it expresses a sentiment which needed 
expression. “Ballad for Americans” also belongs 
in that group. 

Then turn your attention to the songs of the 
war. It is true that this war has not produced any 
song as stirring or as popular as “Over There” 
or “It’s a Long Way to Tipperary.” But it has 
produced a number of (Continued on page 99)

In the bedroom we didn’t have 
to consider durability in selecting 
the fabric. So we used percale lav- 
ishly—at 29 cents a yard—for cur- 
tains, bedspread, pillow cases. 

Except for the pine boards, most 
of the lumber we bought second- 
hand. The wall paint was water 
paint bought from a lumber com- 
pany’s unsold stock—5 Ibs. for 
10¢! Floor paint was the biggest 
paint expense, as the old attic floor 
soaked up one coat after another 
before we finally got a decent sur- 
face that could be waxed. 

Our big purchases, such as the 
stove and wing-back chair, were 
bought with wedding checks. Ey- 
erything else we paid for.

Thinning is the logical answer to 
a demand for yegetative Lebens- 
raum. At least, it is logical to the 
extent that we make it so. For 
our methods of thinning should 
vary according to the species and 
variety of vegetable we thin, ac- 
cording to whether we wish to ac- 
celerate or retard the day of har- 
vest, according to the part of the 
plant which we plan to eat, and 
according to many other factors 
such as weather, soil conditions, 
spray requirements, time of year. 

Obviously squashes and corn re- 
quire more room between plants 
than, say, onions and radishes.

BRIDGE EXPERT 


Do the experts peek, deliberately misiead their 
opponents, or signal with flags? A bridge player 
who knows about experts because he’s one himself 


says that tournaments are won by skill, not craft 


By Richard L. Frey 


HE colored boy at my bridge 
Pot confided one day that he 
was one of the best bridge play- 
ers in all Harlem. “Me and my 
partner,” he said, “beats them all. 
We got the swellest set of signals!” 
And he didn’t mean conventions, 
he meant signals. They were highly 
unconventional. Then, looking at 
some of my trophies on the mantel, 
he got to the point. “I sure wish 
you'd teach me your system. Or,” 
he faltered as he saw my expres- 
sion of dismay, “does you play 
honest?” 

In his game, he assured me, a 
set of signals was part of the skill. 
Everybody used them, and the part- 
ners with the best set were the 
best bidders. Since I had won a 
few trophies he naturally assumed 
that | must have a pretty good set 
of signals. And, in talking to play- 
ers who have never seen tourna-. 
ment stars in action, I discovered 
that he was not alone in his idea. 

There is a difference between 
expert club bridge and the usual 
“social” game, but if there is any 
different standard of honesty then 
in my opinion it is the club game 
which has the higher standard. 

Experts do, and condone in oth- 
ers, things which might be frowned 
upon in home circles. But they 
don’t use private signals. They 
don’t need them. They don’t employ 
slow passes to tell partners what 
they have. The “big shots” couldn’t 
get away with such tactics because

law. They enforce penalties th 
are often waived in social gam 
Sometimes these penalties are ¢ 
lected for infringements whi 
have done them no actual dama 
But this isn’t sharp practice; it 
a way of avoiding unpleasantne| 
which frequently crops up in gam 
where some rules are politely j 
nored. 

A player drops a card. Everyo 
sees it, but no penalty is call 
Later in the bidding or play 
offender’s partner makes use of } 
knowledge. If this doesn’t lead 
harsh words at least it causes h 
feelings. But, if the penalty hi 
been assessed and paid, the ofien| 
er’s partner could take full adv 
tage of his knowledge and do- 
in good conscience and with 
recrimination. The  experien¢ 
player knows that the best way 
keep the game pleasant and el 





is to enforce the laws. 
Experts, by and large, do 
peek. But that is not to say that t 
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will not take advantage of the evi- 
dence of their eyes. Most of them 
feel that a player who cannot hold 
his cards so they are not visible to 
the opponents has no place in a 
tournament. His opponents, unless 
they are myopic as well as quixotic, 
proceed on the theory that every- 
one else is being treated to the 
same bird’s-eye view. I remember 
an argument between partners over 
the bidding of a tournament deal. 

“Since when,” asked North, “do 
you rebid four card suits instead 
of raising me?” 

“Well,” explained South when 
he had dragged his partner away 
from the table, “I thought it might 
be better if J played that hand 
because my left-hand opponent 
showed me the king of spades and 
the queen of hearts.” 

“That's a new one,” roared 


North. “Do you think [’m blind?” 


VYHOCKING? I don’t think so. It 

is a player’s duty to protect his 
hand. He is no better off in a social 
game where his opponents politely 
tell him. “Hold up your cards.” 
The warning itself is evidence that 
somebody has seen something; it 
is, in effect, an advance apology for 
the use of the information gleaned. 

Frequently their very skill may be 
mistaken for evidence that the stars 
deliberately peek. Some years ago 
I was privately warned to beware 
of So-and-so. “He peeks,” said my 
informant. I kept a careful watch 
and never saw his eyes stray to- 
ward his opponents’ cards. He was 
a fine player (later he became an 
outstanding tournament winner). 
He played almost as if he had seen 
all the cards because he was capa- 
ble of analyzing distribution. His 
unskilled opponents couldn’t do 
this themselves and didn’t see how 
it was possible for anyone else to. 
Therefore, they assumed he must 
be peeking. 

Am I painting the experts as a 
bunch of plaster saints? They 
aren’t. There is nothing thai goes 
on at the table of which they will 
not be quick to take advantage. 
Some of them occasionally do 
things which are not endorsed by 
that portion of the laws which deals 
with ethics—in which, by the way, 
no penalties are provided. Watch- 
ing the place in your hand from 
which you play a card, for example. 

But the roaming eye has been 
known to boomerang. At long 
range, it is easy to confuse the 
queen of spades with the queen of 
clubs—partiecularly if an Sanaa 
is careful to put it among his clubs 
before he permits a peek. And 
there is no guarantee that an op-

}soon as they are big enough to 
idle, I thin my carrot seedlings 
jstand one and a half to two 
hes apart. This encourages quick 








growth and well-shaped roots. I 
make repeated small sowings for 
mid-season use. As soon as each 
row of carrots is nearly cleaned 
up, I pull all the slowest-growing 
roots and give them away, can 
them, or feed them to my neigh- 
bor’s rabbits. In my small garden, 
space is too valuable to Jet one 
crop occupy it for very long. After 
the earliest carrots come cabbages 
or broccoli, late beans, beets, or 
rutabagas for winter. After mid- 
season carrots there is still time in 
the same ground for fall lettuces, 
Chinese cabbage, endive, kohlrabi, 
or spinach. Before the winter car- 
rots go in, the space they will fill 
has already yielded many a mess 
of green peas or June salad stuff. 

Perhaps there are two ways of 
handling carrots, but other vege- 
tables are less adaptable. Woe be- 
tide the man who fails to thin his 
parsnips before the Jengthening 
roots begin to get in each other’s 
way. His spading fork next fall 
will uncover a tangle of gnarled 
and twisted rootstocks, looking far 
more like asparagus or dahlias 
than they do like the neatly tapered 
parsnips in the seedsmen’s cata- 
logues. 

More than once an_ inventive 
genius has come along to upset the 
agricultural balance. Jethro Tull’s 
drill seeder put a stop to six thou- 
sand years of broadcast sowing 
and made it possible for one man 
with a horse to hoe whole acres in 
a day where previously the man 
alone could cover at best a few 
square rods. Eli Whitney’s cotton 
gin created an empire for King 
Cotton. The last few months have 
seen the application of a process 
which may prove almost as revolu- 
tionary as these. It is a method for 
crushing the seed cases which we

Do not 
handle the seeds after treatment in 
this manner as the oxide is very 
easily wiped off. After the seed is 
covered, the ground should be 
firmed in place with the back of a 
hoe or rake or some other garden 
tool. IT have known a number of 
good gardeners who would walk 
on the seed after planting it to be 
sure it would be set in place. How- 
ever, this makes an unevenness in 
the row and often packs the ground 
too much. When the young seed- 
lings get up to a height which 
makes them easy to recognize, the 
first thinning out of the plants 
should be done, especially with 
such root crops as beets which are 
a multiple seed when planted. Ex- 
cept for beets and possibly tur- 
nips, whose tops are not used for 
food, a complete thinning of the 
entire planting can be done at this 
time. Consider the sizes the roots 
should attain by the time you want 
to use them. (See drawings on 
pages 78 and 79), and plan your 
thinning campaign accordingly. ) 

Shallow cultivation is best for all 
root crops. The breaking of the soil 
to a depth of 14” with a sharp hoe 
will kill most weeds by cutting off 
their tops and will help to keep a 
dust mulch on the soil. The main 
points are to keep weeds out and 
avoid cutting plant rootlets. 

As the plants grow, a side dress- 
ing of balanced fertilizer should be 
applied as a band at least three 
inches out from the plants and 
worked into the soil, or applica- 
tions of liquid fertilizer at three- 
week intervals will help to produce 
much tenderer plants than will 
slower growing conditions.

The LOG of the 
PRACTICAL GARDENER 


Under May’s datelime the gardener’s tip sheet 


carries the slug: “Weather clear; track fast.’’ 


And fast is the word, too, for delphiniums in May. Once they stick 
their necks out, there’s no holding them. But you can watch out for 
crown rot (bordeaux), make sure the clumps aren’t too big, give 
them a tablespoon of plant food, and break out the plant stakes. 


Roses aren't exactly dawdling this month, either. You've got the covering 
off now, of course, from both the established ones and the April starters. 
And you should have all pruning and cutting back completed. Start spraying 
in May, every ten days to two weeks, with a good 3-way spray. Form the 


habit early and it will come easy later. 


Over in the vegetable patch: well, you will have cut mustard 
spinach by now, and pulled early beets and radishes. Cabbage and 
broccoli will be spreading out and up, respectively. Beans will be 
the next order of the month, and corn. Then those tomatoes. 


The ground is warm enough now so a little attention to supple- 
mentary feedings makes sense. Roots are stretching, green growth is 
eager, and almost everything on the place can do with a snack. A 
tablespoon of dry plant food worked around each plant and watered; 
or a cup of liquid food would be the right dose. 


All annuals, even the tender ones, can go into the ground this 
month as soon as the time for local frosts is over. Plant them in the 
borders where you'll want them later, or in a separate seed bed, 
whence they can be rushed into the breech as needed and ready.

The Jap beetle grubs are on their way up now, eating as they 
come. Which gives point to the news that the “milky disease,” most 
promising remedy yet discovered for the beetle menace, is now com- 
mercially available under the name Japidemic. The spores are pro- 
duced under Department of Agriculture license and should be put 
on all turf areas pronto. Once started, the disease spreads on its own. 


This really is news, and well worth a separate paragraph just to point out 


the fact. Explore its possibilities on a community basis. 


This is a good time to thin over-large clumps of forsythia and 
lilac—after bloom is gone and before the shrubs get their second 
wind. Dow’t make the mistake, though, of just shortening long shoots. 
Thin the plants by eliminating over-old branches at the base. And 
for goodness sake, don’t shear forsythia as though—or even if—it 
were a hedge. Might as well give Goldilocks a crew hair-cut. 


Time to provide nice cool shade for crabgrass seedlings. The best 
way to do it is cut your lawn high—as high as the average mower 
will cut. Crabgrass abhors shade, and healthy lawn grass blades 
make it. 


The old dispute about whether it pays to plant lima beans ''eye-down" 
still goes on. | crib a report from a New England experiment station that 


eye-downers may expect some 3% better results for their pains. 


The rhubarb season is upon us, and those of us who have the 
new MacDonald variety have not only luscious pies almost as often 
as we want them, but rosy pink pies to boot. This variety tops even 
good old Victoria, to my way of thinking. It’s mostly the color 
that does it. 


Have you read “Plowman’s Folly” yet? What a tempest that book 
has been stirring up. There’s been a lot of sniping at Mr. Faulkner 
because his theories promise a messy-looking garden, among other 
things. But if he gets results, who cares? On the other hand, he 
leaves some whopping gaps in his argument. Why don’t you pick a 
gap and play around in it like the rest of your garden cronies? 


After all, the only real folly in gardening is not getting results. 
I’d rather have corn stubble between my bean rows than weeds, so 
long as I get my beans in abundance. And if I can become involved 
in a healthy free-for-all and come out of it with still more beans, 
then I’m all for it. Good for the circulation. Good for the crops.

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Would you have expected Ira Gershwin, whose 


wifty songs are strictly in current vernacular, to 


own a Victorian sifting room? 


We we've been told, prefer to reserve judg- 
ment on their fellow creatures until after 
they've played a game of cards with them. 
Women, on the other hand, can find out pretty 


- nearly as much simply by paying a call and 


looking about the parlor. For the things people 
live with give them away, willy-nilly, and some- 
times completely revolutionize any preconceived 
notions we may have of their owners. 

Offhand, we should never have thought of 
cabbage roses and Brussels lace curtains as a 
background for the man whose glib and salty 
comments on current events, set to his brother's 
contagious, good-humored music, won the Pu- 
litzer Prize. We'd have pictured Ira Gershwin 
as a penthouse dweller, living close to a sunny 
sky, in a plate glass house with mirrored ceil- 
ings and furnishings as contemporary in design 
as the moods he puts into singing words. It 
would be. in effect, a combination Rainbow 
Room and Museum of Modern Art, to the per- 
petual accompaniment of sparkling piano music. 
But that isn’t the Gershwin background at all. 

These pictures of the sitting room in Mr. 
and Mrs. Gershwin’s Beverly Hills home indi- 
cate that the man whose songs are everybody’s 
conversation set to music likes the past, even 
though his verses crystalize the present. 

This may sound inconsistent, but the more

If the telephone rings just when you've 
sealed a jar, don’t leave it sitting around 
while you chat gaily to a friend. Pop-it into 
the canner and let the phone ring.

Air in jars can force lids off if not removed 
before sealing. So release air by pushing 
knife or spatula down sides, or cutting a 
cross through center of dense greens. In 
packing starchy vegetables, put in some 
solids, then liquid, etc., to avoid tight pack 





Food on rim of jar or on rubber ring can 
prevent perfect seal and cause spoilage. 
Wipe rim and rubber of every jar before 
sealing with clean wet cloth. Put rings on 
jars before filling. Follow manufacturer’s 
directions for sealing the type of lid used 





The gauge on your pressure canner may 
register the required pressure, but not be 
delivering it unless all air is removed from 
the canner, and the pressure present entirely 
due to steam, not air. To insure this, leave 


“petcock open for 7 minutes to release all air 





Put two quarts of boiling water in pressure 
canner. Some will evaporate during process- 
ing so add water occasionally if doing many 
batches. Arrange jars so they don’t touch 
each other or sides of canner so steam can 
circulate freely and heat distribute evenly 





After the lid is removed from canner, throw 
a cloth over the hot jars so that if any jars 
break, glass won’t scatter unimpeded. Place 
jars out of draft but where they'll cool 
quickly. Too slow cooling is a spoilage cause.

Scientists have been making real news with corn of late years 
with their development of hybrid strains of superior yield, quality, 
and resistance to vagaries of weather and disease. More than half 
the corn grown in the country today is hybrid corn. And with 
the present development of the newer strains, it is possible to 
plant at a single sowing, five or six or even more kinds of vitamin 
richer, yellow corn which will yield tender ears in constant suc- 
cession over a period of three to four weeks. On the opposite 
page, alongside one of House BEAUTIFUL’s “never-never’’ plants, 
you see listed seven varieties of hybrid sweet corn, in order of 
their bearing times. Starting with the top one, and choosing either 
one of the following three pairs listed, you could have a succes- 
sion of top-quality ears for a month—all from one planting of 
four kinds. 

Beans, of course, don’t offer so much in the way of natural 
succession from single plantings of varieties with different matur- 
ity dates. But they offer much in the possibilities for selecting 
several of the improved sorts and using them properly. The list 
at right, accompanying the drawing, has chronological importance, 
but primarily it is a roster of top-notch home garden sorts in 
the various categories: green snap, wax snap, pole snap, and 
limas.

It is on the rear that you see where the sixth room 
awaits to be finished, come the day you have several 
hundred extra dollars on hand. Up on that balcony 
(which also keeps weather away from the kitchen door) 
is a room and bath to be finished when you can afford it. 
It could serve as studio, den, maid’s room, guest room, or 
bedroom for an older child. 

The stairs, the balcony, the two walls at right angles to 
the house, are all part of a scheme to make the rear 
entrance specially utilitarian. At House BEAUTIFUL we 
know that most people want a modern equivalent of a 
back-porch-covered-entry, an unobtrusive place to keep

NHE bride with ten years expe- 

rience behind her may be able 
to turn out a scrumptious meal 
with about one saucepan and 
a wooden spoon for assistance. But 
just let the amateur try the same 
thing, and she ends her culinary 
experiments by inviting her patient, 
but hungry husband, along about 
nine o'clock, to dine out—and there 
goes the week’s food allowance. 

So if you’re not a bride on the 
move, and have a pretty set loca- 
tion, don’t stumble along with 
makeshift cooking equipment be- 
cause you think there aren’t any 
good utensils on the market. It 
isn’t an economy, and it may sour 
you on cooking for years to come. 
On the other hand, good equip- 
ment inspires and leads you grace- 
fully from amateur to professional 
culinary status. 

There is still plenty of good 
equipment on the market and fair- 
ly good supplies.

Cultivate Beans With Care 

Shallow cultivation of beans of 
all types is important to prevent 
root injury.

These can 
be applied once or twice during 
the growing season and will be 
well worth the investment. Weeds 
should be kept under control at 
all times, and if the Mexican bean 
beetle injury can be overcome, you 
will be sure of a good crop of any 
of these beans. 





You Must Stop Bean Beetles 

The adult bean beetles bear a 
striking resemblance to the com- 
mon ladybird beetle, but are 14” 
in length.

More About Corn

Treat Your Corn Well

says: . 
AU GRATIN To cover with cheese or bread crumbs and bake in oven. 
BARBECUE To cook meat (usually outdoors) on a spit or rack (and 


usually over a pit of coals) turning frequently and basting 
with a spicy, highly seasoned sauce. 


BASTE To prevent foods from drying out, and to improve flavor } 
by frequent moistening with liquid which may be water, 
stock, fruit juice, meat drippings (usually applied to meat). 


 BLANCH To plunge food into boiling water for several minutes. 
i Blanching is done for two reasons—either to facilitate 
the removal of skins, as for tomatoes, almonds, peaches, 
in which case the food is plunged in cold water follow- 
ing the hot, or in canning to shrink vegetables somewhat | 
to give a closer pack in jar. 


BRAISE To brown on all sides and then to add a little liquid. 
Then reduce heat to simmering point, cover and cook until 
tender (some meats have sufficient natural juices so that 
only a bit of water need be added). This is a particularly 
good method for less expensive, tougher cuts. 


BREAD To dip in beaten egg or some other liquid, such as milk or 
water (so that crumbs will stick), then roll in crumbs 
before baking or frying. Breaded foods have a nice crusty 
coating which is tasty when crumbs are well seasoned. 





BROCHETTES Pieces of meat cooked on a skewer under broiler or over 
hot coals. 





CARAMELIZE To melt sugar in a skillet over low heat until it has turned 
into syrup and browned (must be stirred occasionally and 
watched very carefully so that it doesn’t burn).

FOLD IN: To add ingredients gen- 
tly to an existing mixture without 
actually beating them in by an 
over-and-under motion with a spoon 
or other instrument. Care must be 
taken so air beaten in previously 
is not lost, as when adding fruit 
to whipped cream for a dessert.

| KNEAD: To work dough by lightly 


pressing, pulling and rolling with

The LOG of the 
PRACTICAL GARDENER 


June—when you would need an adding machine 


to count all the flowers in bloom in your garden 


June is the month of Delphiniums (So you thought I’d say 
Roses! ), and if they do well, why not try raising some of your best 
from seed. Take the seed from the center pods on the spike, and 
don’t harvest them till they are ripe enough to joggle out. Then sow 
the same day. Yow\l be amazed at the results. Just press seeds into 


a protected bed or frame, and strew with a salt hay or straw mulch. 


The time has come to start your season-long game of cat's cradle with the 
staked tomatoes. Cut a handful of lengths of string or old cloth, tuck them 
into your belt, and sally out to the patch. Tie the cord with a square knot to 
the stake first, then with a loose reef-knot (one-loop bowknot) around the 
stem under a stout leaf joint. It's a dull job, but simple if you follow a 


regular routine. 


The compost heap will really begin to break down now that hot 


weather has arrived, so give it a careful turning and restacking 
about mid-month. That eae of earth and either fertilizer or 
composting mixture you read about really helps the moisture do a 


double-quick job. 


June is also the month of Oriental Poppies. So a word of warning: 
if you haven't planned to have perennials come along and screen the 
gaps when the poppies vanish (Gypsophila Bristol Fairy does it 
nicely), move in some annuals from the cutting bed for summer 


camouflage. 


3ristol Fairy, incidentally, is way ahead of all the other kinds of 
Babysbreath. White and double, it starts to bloom July and 
persists till fall. Wonderful yeast to leaven any lumps of border 


color. 


Time to get the tropical waterlilies ready, or rather get the pool ready 
for them. They like it rich, and, curiously enough, the soil will stay put in the 
tubs if you spread some sand on top. If you add fish, don't spray rotenone 


on your lilies. Rotenone—presto, no fish! 


Personally, I have no pool, not because I don’t want one, but 
because I find it needlessly distracting to be constantly pulling 
children’s toys and children out of the wet. But the day will come 


. and maybe then the children will take care of it, too. 


Make sure the trees and shrubs you transplanted last fall or early 
this spring have enough water. Just because they are in full leaf 
now don't think they can’t suffer a sudden and disastrous relapse 
when even a moderate dry spell comes along. The bigger the tree, 
the longer it is vulnerable, the slower to perfect its sources of supply. 


Here’s a useful rule-of-thumb about fertilizing: See to it that your 
soil is rich in humus; then apply plant food in smaller doses and 
more often. With vegetables, this takes the form of frequent side 
dressing. With flowering plants, a moderate pick-up just after their 
first spring flowering peak is over is almost invariably useful.
